There are two mistakes in the 
July issue that your readers 
need to be aware of. First, and 
most important, the Munchies 
column on the med-pot collec¬ 
tive Counter Catering gives a 
recipe for a THC glycerite using 
"USP food-grade glycerin.” This 
is actually two different things: 
USP-grade glycerin is 99.5% 
pure, while food-grade glycerin 
is 99.9%. Believe me, that 0.04% 
impurity is substantial and can 
spell the difference between a 
pleasant experience and explosive diarrhea. 

Second, in the letters section, a reader sub¬ 
mits a recipe consisting of "rubbing alcohol” and 
salt for cleaning glass pipes. Your readers should 
know that unless they use 91 % isopropyl alcohol, 
after a few cleanings, a cloudy residue will accu¬ 
mulate on their piece(s). 

There you have it: two subtle mistakes of the 
chemical variety, both realized harshly through per¬ 
sonal trial and error—and by mistakenly using USP- 
grade glycerin as a body-building supplement.

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Film star Dennis Hopper passed away in May after a battle with prostate 
cancer. Hopper was perhaps best known for his performance in the ’60s 
classic Easy Rider, which he directed and co-wrote with Peter Fonda. How¬ 
ever, his career spanned six decades and included memorable roles in such 
films as Rebel Without a Cause, Giant, Cool Hand Luke, Apocalypse Now, Blue 
Velvet and Hoosiers, just to name a few. Hopper was an accomplished scene- 
stealer, often the only saving grace in dreck like Speed and Waterworld. He 
was also a highly acclaimed photographer, an ardent voice for civil rights, 
and an outspoken proponent of both marijuana and industrial hemp. 




Lending institutions like Bank of America and Wells Fargo routinely 
deny new accounts to businesses that deal with medical mari¬ 
juana. But that may change soon. Fifteen members of Congress, 
led by Rep. Barney Frank (D-MA), delivered a letter to the Treas¬ 
ury Office stating: “Legitimate state-legal businesses are being 
denied access to banking services, which does not serve the pub¬ 
lic interest.” Additionally, the letter cited “an increased risk to 
public safety with potential theft or robbery that any cash-only or 
cash-reliant business faces.” 

The Congressmen want the Treasury to issue "formal written 
guidance” assuring banks they won’t be targeted for doing busi¬ 
nesses with companies that distribute medical marijuana.” 



The California NAACP has endorsed a November ballot measure to legalize adult 
recreational use of marijuana, calling the measure a civil rights issue because 
blacks have a disproportionate number of arrests for marijuana possession com¬ 
pared with whites. 

Now for the flip side of cannabis sanity in California. Shasta County’s Sheriff 
budget is under duress. Staff has been cut, patrols have been reduced, and jail in¬ 
mates have been released. But Shasta County has increased on pot busts. The 
sherriff’s department reaps about half a million dollars a year in federal anti-drug 
funding by fighting cultivation. The majority of the funding must be used to fight 
pot. Marijuana may not be the county’s most pressing crime problem, says Shasta 
County Sheriff Tom Bosenko, but "it’s where the money is.”

With millions of fans, NASCAR 
is a logical place for the 
government to barge in. 
Unfortunately, NASCAR has 
gladly linked up with the 
Office of National Drug Policy 
to fight "drugged driving.” 
Mostly, it’s an anti-pot cam¬ 
paign. Earlier this year, 
NASCAR banned Cannabis 
Planet TV, a West Coast advocacy cable/web broadcast, from placing sponsored 
ads on racecars. And this past June, Randy LaJoie, a crewmember and former 
driver, was suspended indefinitely for testing positive for marijuana. 

Perhaps NASCAR should read some of the current literature regarding pot 
and driving. According to a study released in March conducted by the Olin Neu¬ 
ropsychiatry Research Center of Hartford, CT which focused on the effects of pot¬ 
smoking on driving: "Participants decreased their speed and failed to show 
expected practice effects during a distracted drive. No differences were found 
during the baseline driving segment or collision avoidance scenarios. No differ¬ 
ences attributable to sex were observed.”

Miss HIGH TIMES Brittany Wagoner recently went hiking in the 
higher elevations of Colorado.

She’s just one of 49 per cent of Col¬ 
oradoans who now support legalizing and taxing marijuana. In fact, 
according to a Rasmussen poll, only S9 percent think it should re¬ 
main illegal. Many believe that if California legalizes, Colorado won’t 
be far behind. It’s made politicians rethink their strategy going into 
November’s elections. Furthermore, sitting politicians may have to 
revise their rhetoric. Especially Sen. Scott Renfroe, (R-Greeley), who 
expressed his belief that Coloradoans would eventually reject legaliz¬ 
ing marijuana, and even sanction a ban on medical marijuana dispen¬ 
saries. Incidentally, Renfroe also once asked the Governor to call out 
the National Guard to disrupt a hemp rally. Along with recognizing 
that marijuana is now a mainstream, effective medicine, Coloradoans 
will definitely begin putting pols like Renfroe out to pasture.

He has smoked over 120,000 joints in the last 28 years, all of them 
supplied free of charge by the federal government and with the 
approval of the DEA—the same guys who swear that marijuana 
has no medicinal value! His name is Irvin Rosenfeld, and he’s one 
of the final four surviving patients in the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse’s "Compassionate Care Protocol” program. (Don’t bother to 
apply, though; the program was closed in 1992 after admitting 
only 13 patients, which renders the "compassionate care” part 
fairly meaningless.) No one has worked longer or harder to edu¬ 
cate the public—and the government—than Irv: He’s testified for 
patients before government and medical committees and makes 
frequent appearances on national news and talk shows. 

Irv and his wife, Debbie, were born and raised in Virginia. In 1963, at age 10, he was diagnosed 
with multiple congenital cartilaginous exotosis, a rare and very painful disease that causes bone tu¬ 
mors. By that time, Irv had over 200 tumors growing from the long bones of his arms and legs. Re¬ 
peated surgeries were needed to remove the ones that were too painful or impeded the use of his 
limbs. By age 13, Irv was bedridden and required home schooling. He was already on Demerol, 
Parafon Forte and a shot of bourbon to help him sleep. Later, he became dependent on Quaalude, 
Valium and Dilaudid to control the pain, before discovering the one drug that could both ease his suf¬ 
fering and stop the growth of his tumors—marijuana. Irv hasn’t needed surgery in over 36 years and 
has been off the opiates for ages. 

The activist community has been waiting a long time for My Medicine, Irv’s brand-new book doc¬ 
umenting his 10-year, often physically painful battle with the Feds to gain access to the "Compas¬ 
sionate Care” program. That battle continues to this day, with Irv now helping others legally obtain 
their medicine. Without marijuana, he would’ve been dead ages ago or, at the very least, bedrid¬ 
den and in constant, severe pain. Instead, he teaches sailing to the handicapped on Saturdays, 
plays softball on Sundays, and makes a damned good living as a stockbroker whose clients know 
that he smokes 10 joints a day... every day.— Robert Platshorn

TEXAS HOLD ’EM 

In June, actor Chace Craw¬

More of your wasted tax dol¬ 
lars at work, courtesy of the War on Drugs.

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The Civil War lasted four years, World 
War II took six years to end, and the Viet¬ 
nam War dragged on for over a decade. 
Presently, we’re engaged in two shooting 
wars in Afghanistan and Iraq—the latter 
now poised to enter its eighth year. But 
nothing compares to the War on Drugs, a 
40-year saga of failure. Drug Czar Gil 
Kerlikowske conceded as much to the 
Associated Press: “In the grand scheme, 
it has not been successful. The concern 
about drugs and drug problems is, if any¬ 
thing, magnified, intensified." 

Nevertheless, the Obama administra¬ 
tion has increased spending on interdiction 
and law enforcement to record levels: In 
2010 they account for $10 billion of his 
$15.5 billion drug-control budget. Mean¬ 
while, $320 billion is spent annually to 
support the global drug industry—that’s 
one percent of all commerce on the planet! 
But Kerlikowske says, “Nothing happens 
overnight. We've never worked the drug 
problem holistically. We'll arrest the drug 
dealer, but we leave the addiction.” 

That’s right, Gil. A holistic Drug War 
will solve everything. 


In any industry, the laws of supply and demand rule. If there’s too much of a desired product on the market, prices 
drop; if there’s too little, prices rise. Apparently, California just got a refresher course in basic economics. 
Tolerance for medical marijuana and an influx of new growers has created a surplus of pot. Whereas a pound 
of could fetch $2,500 in recent years, the price has reportedly dropped under $2,000. In fact, some growers 
'are willing to accept far less—$800 per pound, in some cases. 

With another record outdoor harvest projected, there is concern that the price will drop even further. However, 
indoor gardeners can still expect a relatively good payday. Dispensaries generally favor indoor-grown pot be¬ 
cause of its potency and consistency.

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WHAT ARE KS AND SPICE? AND WHY IS THE GOVERNMENT MOUNTING A CAMPAIGN TO STAMP THEM OUT? BY MARK MILLER 


From a university laboratory on the East Coast to the 
processing plants of the Far East, from the European 
party scene to the rural heartland of America, this is 
the story of K2 and Spice, two increasingly popular- 
and increasingly outlawed-psychoactive substi¬ 
tutes for cannabis. These related drugs are herbal 
smoking blends that contain a potentially dubious 
mix of herbs and spices sprayed with chemical com¬ 
pounds like JWH-018. They’ve been erroneously de- 
scribed-by the media, the government, law 
enforcement and on the Web-as “synthetic mari¬ 
juana” when they are, in fact, completely different 
chemicals, at least as far as K2, the American ver¬ 
sion, is concerned. In fact, if K2 was synthetic mar¬ 
ijuana, it could be outlawed under the Federal Analog 
Act. (Spice, which is sold outside the US, does con¬ 
tain CP 47,497, a synthetic cannabinoid.) The reasons 
for the misclassification could be as simple as jour¬ 
nalistic laziness, or as complex as a hidden agenda 
to criminalize the chemicals used in K2. 

Not only do K2 and Spice remain an enigma, but 
they’ve spawned conflicting reports among users. 
Some people say they’re actually better than pot, 
while others have experienced highly unpleasant side 
effects. Still others contend that they’re underrated 
as medications. To make matters worse, they could 
be banned before anyone has the chance to assess 
their positive and negative attributes in a clinical set¬ 
ting. But for the moment, while K2 and Spice remain 
(somewhat] legal, they’re worth a closer look. 


WHAT ARE THEY? 

If the chemicals used in K2 and Spice, such as the 
aforementioned JWH-018, aren’t synthetic 
cannabinoids, then what are they? The best an¬ 
swer is that they’re naphthoylindoles, a class of 
cannabinoid-mimicking chemicals also known as 
"cannabimimetics”—a term markedly different 
from the "synthetic marijuana” trope that the 
press has systematically used. 

Despite the seamy media portrayals of K2 and 
Spice, these chemicals weren’t concocted in some 
trailer park, but rather in the halls of academe. 
Clemson University chemist Dr. John W. Huffman 
(hence the "JWH”) originally synthesized these 
compounds in 1995 to serve as chemical probes 
for the biological functions of CB1 and CB2 recep¬ 
tors in the human brain. 

It took less than a decade for these com¬ 
pounds to escape the laboratory and start being 
commercially manufactured in China and Korea. 
Spice was first sold in 2002 in Europe and Canada, 
marketed as an herbal incense. Despite the man¬ 
ufacturer’s warning against human consumption, 
people have been smoking it for eight years now, 
primarily those seeking a legal buzz without test¬ 
ing positive for THC (the primary psychoactive in¬ 
gredient in cannabis). But Spice has also been 
marketed under other "flavors” far less subtle, 
such as Smoke and Skunk—terms way more sug¬ 
gestive of pot than aromatic incense. 

K2, which takes its name from the famed 
28,000-foot mountain (second-highest in the 
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world) on the border of China and Pakistan, has 
been sold in the US since 2006, and has become 
especially popular in the Midwest—perhaps be¬ 
cause the marijuana market there is less lively 
than in other regions. However, K2’s popularity 
may be extending beyond the Midwest, as Atlanta 
authorities have reported multiple cases of ad¬ 
verse side effects in people using the drug. 

EXPERT ANALYSIS 

Dr. David Knoll, a pharmaceutical-sciences profes¬ 
sor at North Carolina Central University and a con¬ 
tributor to ScienceBlogs.com, was interviewed at 
length for this article. He sounds a cautionary note. 

"The JWH compounds are neither good nor 
bad, but I don’t see any other advantage of them 
besides making money for those marketing the 
products,” Dr. Kroll states. "The compounds 
themselves are interesting research tools from a 
chemical and biological standpoint, but their 
safety—particularly long-term safety—has not 
been clearly assessed.” 

Another unresolved issue: Do the so-called 
"herbs” and "spices” present in K2 and Spice con¬ 
tribute to their effects? Dr. Kroll comments: "The 
plant material used varies across manufacturers, 
but sometimes contains entheogens like Canavalia 
rosea (bay bean) and flowering ornamental plants 
like Clematis vitalba. It is not clear if any of the 
plants themselves have effects that enhance or 
add to the effects of the JWH compounds.” 

There’s also the question of whether or not 








the plant materials listed are actually present. 

Lab research conducted by the German govern¬ 
ment in 2008 couldn’t detect the plant ingredients 
supposedly used in Spice. 

USER EXPERIENCES 

On the drug-info site Erowid.org, Spice users 
have documented their experiences with the 
drug. Some report a more focused, more in¬ 
tense, longer-lasting high than with cannabis- 
one that alleviated depression and produced 
increased sensitivity and more empathetic states 
of mind. There were even reports of hallucino¬ 
genic effects extending beyond cannabis’s capa¬ 
bilities, seemingly supporting the claim that 
these drugs are "four times” as potent as pot. 

Dr. Knoll begs to differ, however: "We have to 
be careful with this ‘four times’ number. It does 
not mean that JWH-018 is four times more effec¬ 
tive than THC; instead, it means that JWH-018 
binds CB1 receptors at one-fourth the concentra¬ 
tion of THC, meaning it takes one-fourth the mo¬ 
lecular amount of JWH-018 to bind the same 
number of CB1 receptors as THC. It’s very difficult 
to make direct comparisons between cannabis 
and K2/Spice, as cannabis contains 50 to 60 other 
psychotropic compounds.” 

Dr. Knoll is also skeptical regarding claims 
that K2 and Spice are ef¬ 
fective pain relievers. 

"The JWH compounds 
are more selective for 
CB1 (psychoactive) 
than CB2 (pain-re¬ 
lieving) receptors,” 
he says. "I would 
not anticipate 
these com¬ 
pounds to be 
better anal¬ 
gesics than 
THC 
(equally 
effective 
on both 
CB1and 

CB2 receptors).” 

Price-wise, K2 ranges 
from $30 to $60 for three grams, 
a half-gram less than the traditional 
"eighth” of marijuana. (Dr. Kroll notes that pure 
JWH has been purchased over the Web.) As for 
the negative effects, some Spice users posting on 
Erowid described heart palpitations along with 
their paranoia. Dr. Anthony Scalzo, a professor of 
toxicology at St. Louis University, reported seeing 
over 25 cases of K2 users experiencing hallucina¬ 
tions, agitation and vomiting—effects rarely asso¬ 
ciated with cannabis, even among novice users. 

Dr. Knoll offers the following take on the wildly 
divergent experiences reported by K2/Spice users: 
"Most of the qualitative comparisons between 
K2/Spice and cannabis are anecdotal and vary con¬ 
siderably based on a user’s experience, the po¬ 
tency of the respective products, and the dose of 
active constituents in K2/Spice versus cannabis. 
There have yet to be any published controlled sci¬ 
entific studies analyzing K2/Spice effects.”

HERE COMES THE MAN 

In February 2010, the DEA raided and shut down 
Sacred Journey, a store in the college town of 
Lawrence, KS, that sold K2, freezing the owner’s 
bank accounts—even though K2 was completely 
legal. 

In March 2010, Lake Ozark, MO, outlawed all 
drugs containing JWH-018 as well as JWH-073 
and two other chemicals, including the main in¬ 
gredient in Spice. Reports that middle-school stu¬ 
dents were smoking K2, coupled with the 
controversial side effects, prompted the change in 
the law. As of this writing, a bill to ban K2 and 
Spice has already breezed through both houses of 
the Missouri state legislature and will be pre¬ 
sented to Governor Jay Nixon to sign. 

Some local businesses won’t be too thrilled, 
as the popularity of K2 allowed smoke shops and 

other retail¬ 
ers not just to 
stay open,

meddling in the first place. 

The future of legal K2 continues to 
grow dimmer. Legislation was intro¬ 
duced in Alabama by State Representa¬ 
tive James Gordon (D-Mobile) to add the 
K2 chemicals to the state’s Schedule 1 list 
of illegal drugs, placing them in the same 
category as pot and LSD. The DEA’s website 
lists the various K2 and Spice compounds on 
its "Drugs and Chemicals of Concern” page, a 
potential harbinger of their being added to the 
federal Controlled Substances Act. Meanwhile, 
Spice (the JWH compounds and CP 47,497) has 
already been outlawed throughout Europe and in 
some other countries, but remains legal in 
Canada and Brazil. 

So while K2 and Spice may be tempting to use 
during dry times—and to avoid failed urine tests 
and trouble with the law—abstinence may still be 
preferable when it comes to unproven drugs of 
uncertain provenance. And, in any event, they may 
soon be illegal (and so, obviously, much harder to 
obtain). For those who don’t have to worry about 
drug testing, stick with the real thing—at least 
until sanity prevails in our society. 

Or how about this? Try analyzing and regulat¬ 
ing these chemicals before they’re sold to any¬ 
one—or denied to everyone. ^ 




NOT THE SPICE OF LIFE 


Last year, after 39 years, I gave up smoking 
marijuana regularly. Ever since then, I’ve 
been the HIGH TIMES guinea pig, a relatively 
fresh psyche upon which new methods of 
fine-tuning reality can be tested. When we 
began looking into the K2/Spice phenom¬ 
ena, a question arose: Would this synthetic 
THC analogue register positive on a drug 
test? I volunteered, eager to add yet another 
wing to my multi-room mansion of psyche¬ 
delic experience. 

We bought two home drug-test kits at 
the local pharmacy, and I passed the first 
whiz quiz with flying colors. Then I sat down 
with a small vial of blueberry-flavored Spice 
and took my first bong rip in nine months. 
The initial effects quickly washed over me 
kindly—that old familiar glippy feeling, not 
unlike the sensation strong weed produces. 

However, I had no tolerance whatsoever. 
The effects were very pronounced, and yet I 
requested: "Give me another!” which kicked 
me into a super-stoned state. Then I took a 
third bong hit—that was a mistake. 

The room stretched out like stars in a 
warp drive. Conversation became instantly 
difficult, then slid to impossible. Paranoia 
hit hard and a thick cloud muddied my 
thoughts. My body became heavy and a 
vague nausea roiled my stomach. The next 
few minutes seemed like hours, and I had 
to muster all of my will power just to get up 
and go into another room to be alone. As a 
veteran psychonaut, I knew that if I just 
waited long enough, I would come down. 

But eternity was now the enemy. 

Someone peeked in to check up on me. 

I started to speak, but suddenly, violently 
threw up. I vomited three times—once for 
each bong hit—but felt much better. I lay 
down on the floor and waited for reality to 
return; it arrived three hours later. After I 
came down, I took the second drug test and 
came up negative again. 

So now we know: You can smoke Spice 
and pass a drug test. But the larger ques¬ 
tion remains: Why would you want to?

Kush took the top pot spot in October, once again edging out both Diesel and Purps 
in the total number of submissions. Interestingly, the top five submitted strains of 
the month are the very same strains-in the very same order-as September’s top 
five. However, most of the top five strains dropped in average price (the only excep¬ 
tions were Purps and Trainwreck], with Kush and Haze experiencing the biggest 
average price drops from September (Kush, -$44; Haze, -$41). The top five submit¬ 
ted strains (with average price] were Kush ($373], Diesel ($407], Purps ($384), 

Haze ($322] and Trainwreck ($356).

Matt Pike might be High on Fire these days, but he was getting high on 
something else a decade ago, porting the leaden riffs of stoner/doom-metal 
pioneers Sleep. Formed in 1989 in San Jose, CA, the trio crafted trudging, 
droning tracks that crept like a malevolent, enveloping fog with punishing 
throb and shadowy, rafter-rattling depth. Inspired by bands like Neurosis, 

St. Vitus and the Melvins, among others, Sleep were instrumental in giving 
birth to a scene that grew even larger in their absence, including such lum¬ 
bering cognoscenti faves as Sunn 0))) and Boris. 

Pike’s grandfather and uncle played guitar, which fueled his fascination 
for the six-string at an early age. A delinquent who bounced from juvie hall 
to military school, Pike set out for California when he came of age. Once 
there, he joined Abestosdeath, which he describes as a "dark, dirgey, crusty 
punk band.” The group included bassist Al Cisneros and drummer Chris 
Haikus, who would become the rhythmic backbone of Sleep. Pot was central 
to their existence and ethos; they smoked copious quantities out of a chalice¬ 
like bong made from a coconut. “All we did was smoke pot all day,” Pike 
says now while riding around Atlanta with Mastodon’s Brent Hinds, during a 
break in their tour with Dethklok. "I got Al to start smoking pot. He was kind 
of straight-edge when I met him—then, once I turned him onto it, Al turned 
into a monster.” 

With their second album, Sleep’s Holy Mountain (1993), the band achieved 
huge cult status—enough to attract a big-money offer from the UK's London 
Records. In 1995, the trio headed off to a pot farm in Northern California’s 
Sierra Nevada Mountains to record their magnum opus, a 64-minute album- 
long track entitled "Dopesmoker,” which preached a philosophy similar to 
Timothy Leary’s "Tune in, turn on, drop out,” advising listeners to "follow the 
smoke towards the riff-filled lands.” 

"It says ’Drop out of life with bong in hand.’ It’s kind of what I did,” Pike 
laughs. 


Though Sleep told their label of their intention to record an album con¬ 
sisting of a single track, London balked when it was brought to them, and the 
company also refused to release the band’s reworked 52-minute version. 

"They tried to make edits, but, dude, you can't make a four-minute edit 
out of any riff in that song—it’s the same riff over and over!” Pike recalls 
with amusement. "They should’ve just played that on the radio: Thrum ... 
thrum ... ’It’s a one-hit wonder from Sleep!”’ 

The album would eventually come out on another label as Jerusalem 
(split into six songs against the band’s wishes), before being released in its 
intended form under the original name in 2003—five years after the band 
had broken up. 

But last May, Sleep reunited for two sets (and lots of bong hits) as part of 
the UK festival All Tomorrow’s Parties: "Someone offered us a shit-ton of 
money,” Pike explains. He and Cisneros remain in touch, and there are ru¬ 
mors of a US tour in the fall of 2010. 

Meanwhile, Pike’s busy fronting High on Fire, which he began a dozen 
years ago in the wake of Sleep’s dissolution. More propulsive and less dron¬ 
ing than Sleep, High on Fire still occupy a smoky, throbbing headspace, only 
more aggressive, in the vein of contemporary stoner-metal acts like Acid 
King, Witch and Mastodon. The rhythms chug like a locomotive of sludge, 
and Pike’s guitar wails intricate, cloud-forming leads. 

They’ve recently released their fourth and most accomplished studio 
album, Snakes for the Divine. It’s out on the world’s largest independent 
label, El Music (formerly Koch Records), as part of a joint venture with Epic. 

It promises to expose even more ears to HoF’s thundering rumble. 

"I just wanted to do something bigger and better, and I wanted to get 
paid for it one day,” Pike says, admitting that he’d like to make the same 
jump his buddy Hinds has made with Mastodon. "I hope I can play music to 
more people—I already have a good feeling about this, which is killer.” ^ 
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When Commander Cody formed the Lost Planet Airmen 
in the late ' 60 s the band was initially paid in weed. 


"Everyone knew we were smokin’ 
pot. ‘Lost in the Ozone’— hello? 
You’d smoke reefer and listen to the 
Commander Cody band,” he says, 
adding in a villainous voice: "My 
plan from the very beginning— turn 
everybody on!” 

His latest album is Dopers, 
Drunks and Everyday Losers (Blind 
Pig Records) and, as its handle sug¬ 
gests, it pays homage to the Com¬ 
mander’s soft spot for the wild side 
of life. It also serves as a reminder 
that Cody was Americana before the 
genre had a name. Truck-driving 
and drinking songs—and at least 
three pot tunes, including "RollYer 
Own”—join wry road tales like They 
Kicked Me Out of the Band.” It’s also 
further proof that the Commander is 
one of the living giants of boogie- 
woogie piano, an immortal style that 
encompasses hotshots from Pinetop 
Smith to Jerry Lee Lewis. 

Cody calls Art, Music & Life his 
"White Volume”—"the nice sto¬ 
ries”—and he’s working on its se¬ 
quel, the "Black Volume,” which will 
contain "the nasty stuff, the dark 
side—serious addictions, sexual en¬ 
counters, guns pulled on me in 
bathrooms, escapes from the law, 
getting busted.” This piques my in¬ 
terest. "When were you busted?” I 
ask. "Which time?” Cody asks back. 
"How many times have you been 
busted?” I respond. "For what?” 
Cody counters. I laugh at this ex¬ 
change with the man whose musical 
proclamation—"I ain’t never had too 
much fun”—nutshells a life dwelt 
on the edge. As the Commander in¬ 
sists: "They’re gonna have to drag 
me kicking and screaming into the 
old folks’ home.” 


“I’m more of an artist who plays 
piano than anything else,” explains 
Commander Cody over the phone 
from his home in Saratoga Springs, 
NY. In keeping with his immersion in 
the bohemian milieu, espresso was 
his early drug of choice back in art 
school in 1962. There would be oth¬ 
ers over the years, but much like his 
lifelong love affair with art, the 
Commander still chugs the heavily 
caffeinated murk. 

He’s a busy man these days, 
hence the need for "liquid speed,” 
as he calls it. Cody, born George 
Frayne 66 years ago, co-founded 
Commander Cody and His Lost 
Planet Airmen with Bill Kirchen, 
Andy Stein, John Tichy, Billy C. Far- 
low and others in the late ’60s (the 
band was initially paid in grass). 
Their debut album, Lost in the 
Ozone, was released in 1971 and 
became an instantaneous stoner 
classic. While they were lumped in 
the vague category of country-rock, 
they sounded nothing like the mel- 
low-as-cello lames labeled like¬ 
wise. Proclaimed "# 1 Live Band in 
the World” by Billboard Interna¬ 
tionale 1975-6, the Lost Planet 
Airmen were the “headneck” kings 
of the 70s, mixing rockabilly, west¬ 
ern swing and honky-tonk music, 
and anchored by Frayne/Cody’s 
boogie-woogie piano pounding. And 
when they played country music, 
they were closer to Merle Haggard 
and Jerry Lee Lewis than the Ea¬ 
gles. An early fave, "Seeds and 
Stems (Again),” is a perfect exam¬ 
ple: If you don’t pay attention to the 
lyrics, it sounds like an authentic 
Texas roadhouse weeper. A closer 
listen reveals a lament about an 
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empty stash box (those were the 
pre-sinsemilla days, kids). Their 
ode to breaking speed limits, “Hot 
Rod Lincoln,” became a Top 10 hit, 
while the album’s title song, "Lost 
in the Ozone,” celebrated the trans¬ 
formative therapeutics of getting 
fucked up. 

Cody has always been fasci¬ 
nated with getting 
high, a passion 
that began with 
his childhood pre¬ 
occupation with 
aircraft. His father 
was a bomber 
pilot in World War 
II, who’d gift his 
six-year-old son 
with a monthly 
copy of the Royal 
Air Force Flying 
Review. "My child¬ 
hood hobby 
turned into a 
nightmare,” Cody 
recalls fondly. "I’ve got the biggest 
scrapbook collection on the 
planet—210 binders full of nothing 
but pictures of airplanes.” He com¬ 
bined this passion with his other 
two loves—art and music—and the 
Commander Cody aesthetic was 
hatched. "My master’s degree is in 
sculpture,” he says, "and beautiful 
airplanes are flying pieces of sculp¬ 
ture.” The original Lost Planet Air¬ 
men broke up in 77, but Cody 
continues to record and tour with 
the Commander Cody Band (83 gigs 
in 2009), as well as maintaining an 
extraordinarily prodigious output of 
paintings and sculpture. His new 
coffee-table tome, Art, Music & Life 
(Q Book Press), collects this work, 


thematically tied together with the 
red, white and bluesy iconography 
of old planes, cars and trucks, old 
movies, old jazzbos. Like his sonic 
art, his visual work celebrates his 
deep, abiding love for a fading 
America of big dreams and cool 
myth. It’s a big fuck you to the gen- 
trification leeching the soul from 
the American 
landscape. 

Interspersed 
throughout are 
portraits of and 
war stories about 
Jerry Garcia, 
Hunter Thomp¬ 
son, Willie, Way- 
Ion and Miles, as 
well as His Air¬ 
men. (Best anec¬ 
dote: how Louis 
Armstrong got 
Richard Nixon to 
carry his 
cannabis-stuffed 
trumpet through customs.) Unlike 
some dilettantes with a hobby, Cody 
is one musician who—much like 
Garcia himself—could have had an 
acclaimed art career had he chosen 
to focus solely on that. His paintings 
and drawings boast a command of 
color and subtle shading, while his 
sculpture makes use of scrap metal, 
analogous to the way he breathes 
life into the old with his music. 

Cody’s love affair with marijuana 
began in 1965 when his brother 
"packed some reefer into my 
cheeseburger. I got high as a lord—I 
didn’t have a drink for two years! I 
wound up smuggling hashish.” He 
credits their proudly cannabinoided 
vibe for the Airmen’s popularity.

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Terry Southern and the American Grotesque 
David Tully 

(McFarland & Company) 

One of the most original voices of 20th-century “quality 
lit,” the late Terry Southern set out to, as he put it, "as¬ 
tonish,” "upset complacency” and "make it hot for them” 
with classic novels [The Magic Christian, Rash and Fili¬ 
gree), screenplays [Dr. Strangelove, Easy Rider), short 
stories, essays and journalism. He also reinvented high¬ 
brow pornography with books like Candy and Blue Movie 
and became a transcendent interviewee and counterculture celebrity 
(even landing on the cover of Sgt. Pepper). Southern pushed the envelope 
of reality while always maintaining a degree of naturalistic credibility. 

There have been a handful of fine books about him already, but David 
Tully has written the first that focuses primarily on the oeuvre of a man 
who was often thought of as a wild-worded prankster, but who was, more 
substantively, one of the finest literary craftsmen and thinkers in the 
US. Given access to the master's archives and unpublished texts for a 
doctoral thesis, Tully got 'a degree in Terry Southern,' as son Nile South¬ 
ern bemusedly points out in his foreword. His thorough research paid 
off: Tully traces Southern’s work chronologically, from the early days in 
his home state of Texas to his time in Paris and New York (where, inspired 


honest, hysterically funny fiction), his ex¬ 
plosive success in Hollywood (where he 
became a symbol of the freedom of the 
‘60s), and his decline in popularity (which 
lasted, painfully, for the final 25 years of 
his life). 

Tully examines this downward slide 
and the reasons why—despite his critical 
honors and initial commercial success— 
Southern isn’t as well known these 
days. He maintains that Southern’s ten¬ 
dency to riff at the expense of storytelling 
diminished the power of his later work and 
that, towards the end, the writer was recy¬ 
cling himself. But there were other factors as well—including an increas¬ 
ingly jaded and dumbed-down society for whom the Magic Christian’s 
perspective was simply over their shrinking little heads. That Southern’s 
satirical visions became tragicomic reality in Reagan’s America—and lost 
some edge in the process—didn’t help either. 

In Southern’s classic short story "Red-Dirt Marijuana,” the young pro¬ 
tagonist’s older black mentor, C.K., hips the kid to the wonders of "mighty 
fine gage.” When the subject of pot’s illegality is broached, C.K. explains 
that, when a man is high, he sees "right through everything,” something 
those in charge can’t allow. David Tully has delivered a first-rate overview 
of the astonishing Terry Southern—a man who, whatever his flaws, took 
an unflinching look at human foibles and hypocrisies and saw right 



by Poe and Hawthorne and pot and jazz, he wrote extraordinary, brutally through everything.— Michael Simmons 


MIKE PATTON 

Mondo Cane

Mike Patton, the man of a thou¬ 
sand voices, has done it all: hard 
rock (Faith No More), wacko experimental (Mr. 
Bungle), scream electronica (Fantomas), funk 
lounge (Lovage) and rap (General Patton vs. the X- 
ecutioners). On Mondo Cane, he takes the Italian 
language to a whole new eclectic level with an 
album of ’60s and 70s Italian pop. Backed by a 40- 
piece orchestra and choir, Patton offers his take on 
such famous arrangements as Gino Paoli’s "Senza 
Fine,” spaghetti-western composer Ennio Morri- 
cone’s "Deep Down” (from the film Danger: Diabo- 
lik) and a number of other Italian songwriters. 

The 11 songs on Mondo Cane were taken from 
previous recordings of live performances, then 
arranged in the studio with a full band, resulting in 
a hauntingly beautiful CD. I only wish they’d put 
Mondo Cane on vinyl for collectors of Italanio pop 
dorks like me. (Plus, the album art is badass.) 

A huge fan of Italian culture, Patton learned 
the language after getting married to artist Titi 
Zuccatosta and performs the album entirely in his 
adopted tongue. There’s no language barrier 
here, however, since Patton is a musician who 
crafts with sounds and music rather than words, 
stretching his vocal talents into high falsettos and 
low, deep baritones. The album’s truly a pleasure 
to listen to and even play repeatedly, since the 
tones—not the lyrics—will have you humming 
along. 

Mike Patton has once again successfully 
strayed far from the norm and bared his masterful 
voice in such a humbling and adventurous way that 
you’ll find yourself craving Mondo Cane regularly. 
Dio vi benedica, Michele !—Natasha Lewin 


NEVERMORE 

The Obsidian Conspiracy 

(Century Media)

Seattle’s primary contribution to 
rock was early-’90s grunge, but 
there’s always been a generosity of genres in the 
Emerald City, including longstanding metal bands 
like Nevermore. Formed by members of defunct 
’80s Seattle thrashers Sanctuary, Nevermore have 
never even come close to grunge in all these 
years. So what are they—thrash? Prog? Sym¬ 
phonic metal? The correct answer is "all of the 
above” and a little more on their latest, The Obsid¬ 
ian Conspiracy, which is also a concept album—the 
kind of self-conscious ambition that was always 
way too geeky for flannel-clad slackers. 

Jeff Loomis’s spiraling guitar kicks off the 
album with "The Termination Proclamation,” and 
the ominous subject matter asserts itself immedi¬ 
ately. The music throughout Obsidian is generally 
top-shelf, with a deft use of acoustic elements 
flanking the head-rushing charges. Warrel Dane’s 
vocals, on the other hand, are a bit more hit-and- 
miss—sometimes overbearing, at other times a 
fitting augmentation. "The Blue Marble and the 
New Soul” sees the theatrical Dane going over the 
top to distracting effect, but by "The Day You Built 
the Wall,” his sinister offerings mesh with the 
band’s orchestral wallop. 

The title track, "The Obsidian Conspiracy,” is 
an impressive send-off, with pounding thrash 
from drummer Van Williams and turn-on-a-dime 
riffing from Loomis, capped by an absolutely per¬ 
fect final vocal touch courtesy of Dane. Most 
grunge bands never ended their albums this cre¬ 
atively, but they were always too cool (or too busy 
nodding) to care. Fortunately, Nevermore ain’t 
hip, just a damn good metal band.—Mark Miller 


THE IMPERIAL DOGS

Back in the early 70s in Cali’s 
South Bay/LA region, there was a teen-beat 
combo called the Imperial Dogs, a bunch of pot¬ 
smoking, pre-punk rockhounds. At the time, LA 
was known as the "center of the music industry,” 
but you couldn’t get the time of day unless you 
were a proven, chart-topping phenom. Even so, 
there were plenty of bands slogging away in LA, 
and the Imperial Dogs—fronted by veteran rock 
scribe Don Waller—have now issued a sublime 
DVD that documents one of their few live per¬ 
formances from those halcyon days and offers se¬ 
rious proof of the band’s preeminence in the 
rock-to-punk missing-link stakes. 

Delivered in widescreen, grainy mono straight 
off the Betamax camera’s mike, the DVD captures 
the tight, brute force of the Dogs’ wicked 
charisma in defiantly raucous tunes like "Am¬ 
phetamine Superman,” "Midnite Dog,” "Intensity 
2.5,” "Loud, Hard & Fast,” not to mention Waller’s 
quasi-infamous "This Ain’t the Summer of Love” 
(later borrowed and remodeled by Blue Oyster 
Cult for a semi-big, semi-chart-topping 
smasheroo). It all comes off as a shockingly 
badass affair thanks to the band’s maverick (at 
the time) aesthetic: a metallic, bluesy, post- 
Standells/pre-Ramones mishmash of Mott the 
Hoople, New York Dolls, Stooges and the MC5. 

The Dogs’ explosive rock mess lacked only some¬ 
place to prove that it really was possible to rock 
the fuck out in a different, funny, threatening, 
gnarly, streetwise and entirely non-bland way be¬ 
fore the whole punk-rock thing exploded in 77 
and 78. Interesting, to say the least!—John Payne 
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BEHIND BARS FOR BUDS 


With the push for legalization, amnesty becomes an issue.

It’s really ironic that Cali¬ 
fornia Assemblyman Tom 
Ammiano’s current bill to 
legalize and tax marijua¬ 
na—much like the legal¬ 
ization initiative that state 
residents will be voting 
on this November—are 
both opposed by some 
pro-pot activists. 

For example, Dennis 
Peron—the co-author of 
Proposition 215, which 
legalized medical mari¬ 
juana in California over a 
decade ago—is against 
AB 390 because, among 
other reasons, "it’s too 
restrictive. Only a five- 
by-five-foot area can be 
cultivated, increasing the 
cost of marijuana. It 
makes a whole new class 
of criminals by creating a 
felony for smoking 
with, and/or furnishing 
marijuana to, minors— 
including 18- to 21-year- 
olds. Not to mention the 
tax of $50 an ounce will 
make the product prohibitively expensive, and 
the taxes will be used to prosecute people.” 

Leland Cole, leader of the International 
Cannabis Clemency Project, asks this rhetorical 
question: "Do you really think you can legalize 
marijuana for some while others remain on the 
inside, without making any provisions for those 
that have lost their liberty?” Furthermore, he 
points out, "most of the people presently being 
held for cannabis charges in California are from 
one racial-minority group or another, or are of 
poor economic status, or both. No equal protec¬ 
tion there—this is a federal civil-rights lawsuit 
waiting to happen.” 

Paul Stanford, the main author of a legaliza¬ 
tion initiative in Oregon, actually did consider an 
amnesty provision "But there were polls, and 
we found that it made us lose about 15 percent 
of the vote,” he tells me. "That 15 percent is cru¬ 
cial to being able to win.” 

I may be slightly jaded, but I’m still shocked 
that 15 percent of Oregon citizens who support 
legalizing pot would take such an illogical and 
unjust position, thereby allowing simple com¬ 
passion to go right down the drain—as though 
people should no longer be arrested for pot, but 
it’s okay to leave behind all those who are 
already living in cages. Nationally, between 1990 
and 2005, there were more than 7.2 million 
marijuana-related arrests. In California alone, 


70 percent of the 
150,000 state prisoners 
are currently serving 
time for drug-related 
convictions. 

America’s puritani¬ 
cal political process 
serves as a buffer 
between the status quo 
and the forces of evolu¬ 
tion. For instance, in 
order to get GOP votes 
for the children’s 
health-care bill, 
Democrats agreed to 
provide $28 million in 
funding for the absti¬ 
nence-only sex-educa¬ 
tion programs favored 
by Republicans. During 
the presidential cam¬ 
paign, Barack Obama 
admitted, in the context 
of health-care reform, 
that the insurance com¬ 
panies were so firmly 
entrenched that he 
would be unable to dis¬ 
pense with them—and 
so there would have to 
be compromises. Now, amnesty for pot prison¬ 
ers is the single-payer of marijuana-law reform, 
and growing your own is the new public option. 

As long as any government can arbitrarily 
decide which drugs are legal and which are ille¬ 
gal, then anyone serving time for a nonviolent 
drug offense is a political prisoner. With that in 
mind, I decided to query Tom Ammiano about 
his bill and the upcoming ballot initiative. 

“Years of advocacy," he told me, ‘ have creat¬ 
ed the opportunity that we have right now with 
regard to legalization, and the initiative is a clear 
sign of how much progress we have made. While 
I understand the desire to have the initiative pro¬ 
vide clemency for marijuana convictions, it simply 
cannot accomplish everything that people want. 

"Undoing the damage of 30 years of the War 
on Drugs will take more than one ballot initia¬ 
tive. Sentencing reform is an integral part of 
that, and it is crucial that those in the movement 
see the forest through the trees. The initiative is 
simply the next step in the struggle for a ratio¬ 
nal public policy towards marijuana—but it will 
not be the last.” ^

Jesse Geron, along with brothers Caleb and Wiley 
Saccheri, created the Melodramatics while still in 
high school in 2001. What began as a group of 
friends messing around with a mix of punk, rock 
and ska solidified into something more with the 
2007 addition of Richard Hughes, whose trombone 
gave the group the brass sound they needed to fill 
out their ska vibe. 

In March of 2009, the band released their debut 
album, Superpower (available on iTunes). Shortly 
thereafter, the Melodramatics rededicated them¬ 
selves to touring and making music. They’ve played 
almost constantly up and down the West Coast and 
in neighboring states ever since, hitting Portland, 
Boise, Las Vegas, Lake Havasu and Santa Cruz, just 
to name a few. 

Through constant touring, this Redding, CA-based 
band have developed an impressive fan base, and 
they also had the honor of sharing the stage with 
some of their favorite acts, including Reel Big Fish. 

In January 2010, the Melodramatics released 
Dirty Beach, a four-song EP consisting of a mel¬ 
lower reggae/rock vibe than the group’s earlier 
punk/ska sound. This vibe is consistent with the 
material being recorded for the band’s upcoming 
full-length album, due out in the fall.

And, 
frankly, I’m not sure what to 
make of you. From what I’ve 
seen, it seems an awful lot like 
your movement was mostly man¬ 
ufactured by Fox News, and is 
composed mainly of flag-humping old white folks who 
are just scared of change and minorities (particularly 
that one brown-skinned fella in the White House]. 

But rather than base my opinion solely on your por¬ 
trayal in the “liberal media,” I went straight to the 
source: teapartypatriots.org. According to your web¬ 
site, you claim to be a “non-partisan grassroots organi¬ 
zation of individuals united by our core values [defined 
as ‘Fiscal Responsibility, Constitutionally Limited Gov¬ 
ernment, and Free Markets’] derived from the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, the Constitution of the United 
States of America, [and] the Bill Of Rights.... ” 

Now I must admit, as an independent-minded 
activist and card-carrying member of the ACLU [I assume 
y’all are too?), this sounds rather appealing. Problem is, I 
can’t help but ask myself: Where was all your anger 
about violating the Constitution when Bush and Cheney 
were tapping our phones, torturing detainees and dis¬ 
carding habeas corpus? Where was your populist out¬ 
rage at government spending during the eight long years 
they spent squandering at least half a trillion dollars on 
an unnecessary war in Iraq, in the process taking Ameri¬ 
ca from a $236 billion surplus to a $1.3 trillion deficit? 
And where was your “recognition and support for grass¬ 
roots organization powered by activism and civic respon¬ 
sibility” when millions were marching around the globe 
to stop that war from happening? I guess what I’m get¬ 
ting at is, do you truly support the noble democratic prin¬ 
ciples you espouse, or are they merely slogans you wrap 
around your partisan paranoia and prejudices? 

Fortunately, I’ve come up with a simple way that 
you can prove to me (and the rest of America] that 
you’re on the level: You can support the legalization of 
marijuana. Why marijuana? Allow me to address, point 
by point, why this issue should be high on your agenda. 

Core value # 1: Fiscal Responsibility. You want to cut 
wasteful government spending? Great-how about we 
start with the Drug War. Each year, over $40 billion of 
our hard-earned tax dollars are wasted chasing, arrest¬ 
ing, prosecuting and incarcerating nonviolent citizens 
committing victimless crimes. If pot were legal, we’d 
not only save tens of billions, we’d generate tens of bil¬ 
lions in tax revenues that could be used to address real 
threats and help reduce the national debt. 

Core value U S: Constitutionally Limited Government 
Since you claim to revere the Constitution and to “know 
the original intent of the government our founders set 
forth, and stand in support of that intent,” then you must 
realize that many of those founders grew hemp, and that 
both the Constitution and Declaration of Independence 


were actually made of hemp, as 
were many of the US flags you so 
passionately defend, and the 
ropes, rigging, fire hoses and 
stitching we used during World War 
II—including the parachute that 
saved George H.W. Bush’s life. 

As champions of individual lib¬ 
erty, I’m sure you must support the 
right of citizens to ingest whatever 
substances they choose-so long as 
they don’t harm others. I mean, who 
is Big Government to tell us what we can or can’t eat, drink 
or smoke, right? And as vocal opponents of fascism, I’m 
sure you’re as appalled as I am by the DEA’s Gestapo-style 
enforcement tactics (i.e., militaristic home invasions] in 
their crusade to turn America into a narco-police state. 

Core value #3: Free Markets. As proponents of 
uninhibited capitalism, surely you support all the 
struggling entrepreneurs and small-business owners 
of California’s and Colorado’s burgeoning cannabis 
industries, who are being strangled by oppressive regu¬ 
lation and intimidation by federal agencies. If marijua¬ 
na were legal, instead of a black market run by 
criminals, we’d have a free market run by businessmen 
selling a highly demanded, exportable commodity gen¬ 
erating huge profits and adding to our GDP. 

Of course, there are other issues you have strong 
opinions on-immigration, for instance. Since you’re so 
firmly against illegal immigrants taking American jobs 
(as evidenced by your support of Arizona’s SB 1070 
law], it only makes sense that you’d want to stop the 
flow of money to violent Mexican drug cartels and 
instead see that money be spent on more peaceful, 
patriotic American homegrown. 

Then there’s health care-the very impetus behind 
your movement’s origin. In your list of talking points, 
you state: “We will oppose any system run by politicians 
or bureaucrats granted the right to deny citizens and 
physicians the treatments they believe are in a patient’s 
best interest.” Well, if that’s the case, you undoubtedly 
oppose the current policy of the VA and federal law 
enforcement, which prohibits patients and veterans 
with chronic pain and life-threatening illnesses from 
receiving their desperately needed medicinal marijua- 
na-and even threatens physicians who prescribe it. 

Which brings us to the issue of federalism. As avid 
advocates of states’ rights to self-govern, I ask you-if 
we, the people, vote to make marijuana legal in our 
respective states, what right does the federal govern¬ 
ment have to override the will of the people? 

So you see, it’s only logical for you to support 
legalization. After all, what’s a libertarian, really, but a 
conservative who smokes pot? Just ask your hero Ron 
Paul, who’s been calling for decriminalization for 
decades. Hell, even your poster boy, Glenn Beck, said 
in a recent episode of his show: “You know what? I 
think it’s about time we legalize marijuana.” So, if you 
really are defenders of personal freedom, let’s see you 
add some “green” tea to the pot. If not, and you're 
just a bunch of angry nutballs, well then, my dear 
Teabaggers... go dunk yourselves. ^

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Why the future of America is growing brighter every day-with a rundown of growroom and security basics. By Jack Starks 


Inside and around your typical American college 
town, there are not only illuminated minds, but 
also brightly lit rooms and the hum of digital bal¬ 
lasts vibrating gently on hardwood floors. Most 
cannabis lovers, especially college students, are 
always searching the market for the best herb at 
the right price. Students, like most other demo¬ 
graphics of smokers, can be susceptible to high 
prices and sometimes less-than-satisfactory 
quality. 

While most of the bud smoked on college 
campuses is probably grown out of state, there 
are undoubtedly times throughout every college 
student’s career when something is overheard, 
whispered in a low tone, about some random 
nearby grow op where the prized buds came 
from. Unfortunately, when this is the case, the 
choice herb tends to become more expensive. 

Statements like “It’s local homegrown” or “My 
guy grows it in his basement!” might sound famil¬ 
iar. The reality is, they’re likely the truth. Today, 


more and more young growers are taking up the 
reins and asserting control over the buds they 
smoke, buy and sell. So why, then, is it more expen¬ 
sive? Because, although operating a small grow op 
in or near a college town can be a very lucrative 
business, there are a lot more considerations here 
than might normally apply. To start with, students 
are young adults with aspirations and a long life 
ahead of them. They are studying toward a future in 
a chosen profession—and although they might love 
their weed, it is not necessarily their life. 

To manage a growroom plus classes, a social 
life, family and just plain feeding yourself can be 
a lot for anyone—not to mention that cannabis 
cultivation in this kind of setting means lesser 
outputs, with higher costs in relation to both the 
grower’s yield and risk. So here’s a look at how 
America’s best and brightest are doing it—and 
doing it intelligently and, most importantly, 
safely. Because it’s true what they say: When it 
comes to education, children are the future. 


Security 

Before discussing the inner workings, we should 
first begin with the most important external ele¬ 
ment of any college grow op: security. When it 
comes to staying safe, there are certain rules 
and guidelines to both live and grow by. Rule No. 

1: Keep your mouth shut. 

Regardless of how proud a grower may be, 
all it takes is for one student to know—or even 
think he knows—about a growroom, and word 
will spread like wildfire throughout the entire 
campus. Before you know it, every student— 
whether they smoke pot or not—will be aware of 
the buzz, and it won’t be long before the school 
officials or local authorities find out. 

While the problem here is a serious one, it’s 
also very easy to avoid. All it really takes is the 
discipline and self-control not to brag to pals 
about your indoor garden or have anyone—for m 

it: 

any reason—meet you at the grow location. If the <

to anyone that there's a garden somewhere in¬ 
side—not to mention that a parade of students 
coming back and forth to your residence is un¬ 
necessary traffic that will only bring unwanted 
attention to you and your place. 

Another serious problem afflicting college 
grows is theft. In many cases, thefts occur in less 
expensive areas, usually in a part of town with 
the shadiest people. When this is the case, it’s 
important to have a little extra security. Surveil¬ 
lance cameras are one popular option and can be 
a great idea for a grow op. However, there are 
some minor aspects that need to be considered. 
Regardless of where you live, college town or 
not, cameras posted around a home are very 
conspicuous and could raise suspicion with the 
local authorities. Cameras could also suggest 
that you have expensive electronics or other 
valuables inside—not just thriving plants. 

All it takes is one person breaking in and 


stumbling upon your growroom to destroy all 
the time, work and money you’ve invested. An¬ 
other thing to keep in mind is that thieves pres¬ 
ent two very distinct threats: first by stealing 
your plants or robbing you of your valuables, 
and then by tipping off the cops about your horti¬ 
cultural activity if they ever need to. One of the 
cheapest ways to secure your garden is always 
the simplest: lock up! 

The last aspect of security specifically ad¬ 
dresses house or apartment leases. Whether 
you’re using a grow tent or a self-constructed 
grow area, it is imperative that the room be kept 
away from prying eyes and unannounced guests. 
When renting a house or apartment, carefully 
read the lease agreement, especially the sec¬ 
tions regarding landlord visits and utility inspec¬ 
tions. Inquire about proper notice for any 
workers coming to the house. Some landlords 
will periodically check up on their property, 


sometimes without notice; the best way to keep 
this from happening is to negotiate for the 
proper notification if it’s not already in the lease. 
(Generally, 24 hours’ advance notice prior to any 
inspection is reasonable for both parties.) Be 
sure to get this language into the actual lease 
agreement before you sign it. 

Though it varies from state to state, rental 
properties need to be inspected every year or so 
by a fire chief. While this is necessary for the 
safety of the tenant, the inspection can be a win¬ 
dow for probable cause. An easy way to avoid any 
problems is to ask when the last inspection oc¬ 
curred and when the next one is scheduled. As¬ 
suming you’ve efficiently masked the odors, a 
fire chief only has the right to walk anywhere 
that a smoke or carbon-dioxide detector is pres¬ 
ent, as he needs to confirm their proper opera¬ 
tion. Still, inspections like these only underscore 
the importance of deciding on the right type of 
growroom. Smaller rooms or tents are easy to 
move (or tear down) in a matter of hours, while 
larger, room-sized grow ops require plans made 
in advance for emergency situations and visits. 

Location B Space Selection 

When you're initially deciding on a place to live, 
there are some basic principles to take into con¬ 
sideration. Obviously, extra space will be a re¬ 
quirement, but an extra bedroom or "office 
space” is never a bad idea for a student. Other 
considerations—such as proximity to neighbors, 
the thickness of shared apartment walls and the 
type of neighborhood—are also important fac¬ 
tors. However, sometimes your choice is limited, 
and sometimes the decision to grow comes after 
the choice has already been made. 

Depending on the size of the property, space 
may be an issue. If so, be creative: Is there an 
attic? Is there any empty basement space? Per¬ 
haps there are two bathrooms when only one is 
really needed? These are some possibilities to 
explore when planning an indoor growroom. 

If you’ll be growing in an attic, keep in mind 
that heat rises. Luckily, most attics already have 
exhaust fans installed, serving as an easy fix to 
heat buildup. Besides the existing heat, lights 
and ballasts create additional heat that can 
stress plants—or, even worse, produce a strong 
heat signature that is visible on thermal cameras 
operated by law-enforcement agencies. 

While heat is a natural problem in attic 
grows, humidity and low temperatures are the 
issue in basements. Effective solutions here in¬ 
clude the installation of a dehumidifier and the 
use of small space heaters during the colder 
seasons. Good air circulation can also prevent 
the humidity from creating additional problems 
such as mold and mildew. If an attic or basement 
garden isn’t feasible, look at smaller spaces like 
walk-in closets or bathrooms. If there are two 
bathrooms in the house or apartment, close one 
of them off. (What college student needs two 
bathrooms anyway?) A bathroom provides many 
of the necessary requirements for optimal grow¬ 
ing, such as a close water source, a bathtub for 
flushing your soil, access to drainage pipes and, 
of course, an exhaust fan. 
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Odor control is an important component in 
both growroom security and choosing its 
location. It’s important to remember that, 
during the plants’ vegetative stage, the 
faint odor they produce is nothing com¬ 
pared to the dank smell of a thriving gar¬ 
den during flowering. Addressing this 
issue early in the grow cycle will help you 
avoid headaches down the road. 

There are some simple and inexpen¬ 
sive methods for concealing the smell. As 
mentioned earlier, the importance of an 
exhaust fan is paramount. However, sim¬ 
ply venting the stinky air outside might tip 
off the neighbors, the landlord or the po¬ 
lice. It is crucial to clean the exhausted 
growroom air using an in-line fan com¬ 
bined with charcoal (activated-carbon) fil¬ 
ters. Carbon filters are cheap and highly 
effective and work by literally “scrubbing” 
the odor-filled air as it passes over shards 
of charcoal. Other solutions include ioniz¬ 
ers that neutralize odors by changing the 
molecular structure of the air molecules, 
as well as ONA buckets that bond with 
odors to conceal the smell. All of these 
products are easily purchased at garden- 
supply centers and local grow stores.

Starting With Soil 

As in any new enterprise, getting the basics of 
cannabis growing down is necessary to create a 
strong foundation upon which to build. Finding the 
right grow medium is the place to start for most 
growers: The type of medium used can dictate the 
system’s type and size, which may also have to con¬ 
form to the space available. While it’s debatable 
which mediums are most efficient, at the end of the 
day, it all comes down to the grower’s preference. 

For beginners, soil is usually the best way to 
get basic horticultural practices down. Since soil 
acts as a buffer between the root system and the 
nutrients, it tends to be one of the most forgiving 
methods for marijuana cultivation. The next step 
is choosing what kind of soil to use. Soilless 
mixes, which are peat- or sphagnum-based but 
look and feel a lot like earth, are a very popular 
option: They offer all the benefits of regular soil 
but come sterile, without insects or diseases. 

When growing with soil, there are usually 
fewer nutrient or pH problems. Though hydro¬ 
ponic growers claim shorter grow cycles, an inex¬ 
perienced hydroponic grower is more likely to 
burn up plants due to overfeeding than a first¬ 
time soil grower. Hydroponic gardening is some¬ 
thing to consider for the more experienced grower 
who can devote his or her full attention to the gar¬ 
den—which means that for students who may get 
bogged down with schoolwork or captivated by the 
newest video game, soil is probably the best bet. 

Keep in mind that growing pot is not like hav¬ 
ing a cactus from the supermarket that can go 
weeks without watering. Cannabis cultivation re¬ 
quires more attention and can be extremely frus¬ 
trating at times—but if it’s done properly, it’s 
definitely worth it in the end.

Hydroponics 

The term hydroponics generally means growing 
plants in a soilless, pH-neutral medium, in a set¬ 
up that usually includes an automated water-de- 
livery system. These systems are categorized as 
either passive or active systems. Soilless grow 
mediums such as rockwool or clay aggregate 
contain no nutrients, which are vital at the begin¬ 
ning stages of plant growth for both seedlings 
and clones. 

When dealing with hydroponics, a grower 


must not only be attentive, but also able to re¬ 
spond quickly to any issues regarding nutrient 
burn (overdosing) or pH imbalances. Understand¬ 
ing some of the basics of hydroponic growing is 
essential before making a final decision on which 
system to use. Keep in mind that different hydro¬ 
ponic mediums require different levels of skill. 

Beginner growers often make the mistake of 
choosing rockwool as their first hydroponic 
medium. Rockwool is a porous fiber that encour¬ 
ages strong root growth. Since rockwool is pH- 
neutral and allows for excellent air penetration, a 
grower can place a germinated seed directly into 
the center of a rockwool cube. While this may 
seem convenient and enticing, for an inexperi¬ 
enced grower, keeping the plant alive during the 
seedling stage is harder in this setup. Since the 
rockwool is very absorbent, the grower needs to 
be very careful not to saturate the cubes with 
water, as this can cause the seedlings to rot. 

Another drawback of using rockwool is that 
it’s very susceptible to algae and mildew. When a 
damp surface is exposed to light for long inter¬ 
vals, algae begins to form. A cheap and easy so¬ 
lution to this problem is to purchase cube covers 
or keep bags over the slabs, as this will protect 
the rockwool from exposure to light. 

One of the more efficient mediums for novice 
hydroponic growers is clay pellets. These pH- 
neutral clay balls, when placed in net pots, help 
wick moisture to the developing root system. 
Though you can’t start your plants in this 
medium, transplanting them from a fibrous 
medium (such as peat pellets or rockwool plugs) 
to clay-filled net pots is very simple. Each of 
these clay pellets has the unique ability to hold 
moisture and help deliver it to developing roots.

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About Growing: The Vegetative Stage 

With space being an issue for most college growers, 
good utilization of the grow area is vital. Since plants 
require different light cycles during their two main 
stages of development, it’s a lot easier to simply ad¬ 
just the lights and use the same space for both. 

The first stage of the growth cycle is the vegeta¬ 
tive stage. During this period, plants grow vigorously 
and need to develop strong root systems, which will 
increase their yield when it comes time to harvest. 
Starting about two weeks from the time a seed is ger¬ 
minated, the seedlings will begin to grow leaves more 
rapidly. The same is true for clones: Once cut from 
the mother plant, the roots will take approximately 
two weeks to root properly. With a strong root system 
developing, it is now necessary to increase the size of 
the plant’s container. 

The vegetative stage can last anywhere from a 
week to months, depending on the grow system and 
strain, the grower’s preferred plant size, and the 
available space. At this stage, the lights should be 
on for 18 hours and off for six every day. One reason 
for this ratio of light to darkness is to simulate the 
spring season, but also (and more importantly) be¬ 
cause the roots develop better in the dark, when the 
vegetation isn’t using as much energy. 

During the vegetative cycle, plants require a cer¬ 
tain light spectrum that is best provided by metal- 
halide (MH) bulbs. These bulbs give plants the best 
spectrum of white light, thereby promoting shorter 
internodes between each leaf set and preventing the 
plants from growing lanky. 

For college students, cost is always the bottom 
line. This is why most college growers tend to use low- 
wattage bulbs and more compact lighting systems. 

The lower wattage will increase the electric bill only 
slightly, not to mention that they’re some of the cheap¬ 
est systems on the market. Once you get higher than a 
150-watt bulb, a ballast becomes necessary—and with 
that comes more heat and higher electricity costs. 

The vegetative stage is one of the most crucial 
stages in the plant’s development. Pay attention to 
your plants and they will reward you accordingly. Re¬ 
member, if you stress your plants during the vegetative 
stage, you are more likely to reduce their yield because 
they will not be able to reach their full potential.

About Growing: The Flowering Stage 

The flowering stage begins at the gardener’s dis¬ 
cretion and depends heavily on the grow system 
being used. Hydro growers, especially in "sea of 
green” (SOG) set-ups, tend to vegetate plants for 
only a week or two before switching to flowering. 
Conversely, soil growers—especially outdoor 
growers—may vegetate plants for up to two 
months before triggering the flowering phase. 
This is when the light cycle switches from 18/6 to 
an even 12 hours on, 12 hours off. For plants, this 
signals a change of seasons and the approach of 
winter, causing cannabis plants to begin produc¬ 
ing buds. As mentioned earlier, this change in 
the light cycle can take place in the same room 
you’ve vegetated your plants in, or it can be done 
in a separate flowering room to open the vegeta¬ 
tive space up for the next cycle of clones. 

During the vegetative stage, the use of MH 
bulbs is recommended; however, during the 
flowering stage, high-pressure sodium (HPS) 
bulbs are required. There are different-sized 
bulbs that will optimize your plants’ energy in¬ 
take, depending on the size of your growroom: 
If you’re growing in an area that is smaller than 
3 by 3 feet, then your best bet is probably a 
400-watt system. However, if your area is big¬ 
ger than 3 by 3 feet, then you might be better 


off with a 600-watt system or larger. 

The flowering stage is where you’ll start to 
see all your hard work begin to come together. 
After about two weeks, the plants begin to de¬ 
velop bud sites. Over the course of the next six to 
12 weeks (sometimes more, depending on the 
strain), the buds will become well pronounced 
and more familiar to you. Between the fourth 
and sixth weeks, bud formation will increase 
rapidly. Pay particular attention to this rapid 
growth, because the slowing of bud growth is a 
sign that harvest time is approaching. 

Once you see that there’s a definite slowing 
in growth, get a microscope and check the resin 
glands for their color. The rule of thumb is that 
if the resin glands are still mostly clear, you 
should wait a bit longer. Once you start to see a 
mix of color—i.e., the glands are predominately 
cloudy or even slightly amber—then it’s possi¬ 
ble to harvest. Harvesting now will provide you 
with a more functional, mild high; the longer 
you wait, the more the plant reaches its maxi¬ 
mum potential. When the resin glands are pre¬ 
dominately amber and others are cloudy, the 
end effect will be more potent. But there’s a 
time limit on this, so watch the glands carefully 
for the first sign of change—because if you wait 
too long, the resin glands will start to degrade.

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Harvesting 

With the resin glands packing the desired effect, it's now 
time to harvest your garden. There are many different ways 
to do this, but they boil down to two primary methods: The 
first entails cutting each individual bud from the branches, 
while the second (and more popular) method is simply to cut 
down the plant at the base of the stalk and then begin trim¬ 
ming. While both methods ultimately result in a similar fin¬ 
ished product, trimming the buds individually can be easier, 
especially when dealing with a smaller harvest. 

When trimming, take off any leaf that doesn’t have crys¬ 
tals on it, as these add nothing to the experience of smoking. 
However, any leaf with crystals on it—especially the smaller 
leaves closer to the bud (known as "sugar leaves”)—should 
be kept separate and put into a glass bowl. These trimmings 
can serve many purposes; depending on your ambition and 
level of skill, you can explore making hash or pot butter. Re¬ 
member, not only can you sell your prized buds, but you can 
turn the trim into cash. 

Once the buds are manicured to your liking, it’s time to 
begin drying. One of the best places to dry plants is in the 
closet, since it’s dark and generally cooler—but check to 
make sure that the temperature is between 60°F and 65°F, 
and that there’s some air circulation wherever the plants are 
drying. Ventilation is also very important; the last thing a 
grower wants is to work for months, only to lose a crop to 
mold. (But remember to practice odor control!) Let the buds 
dry for approximately seven days, or until the branches snap 
easily when bent. 

After this, the buds should be placed in jars or some sort 
of sealed container for the curing process. Curing—i.e., 
super-slow drying—is perhaps one of the most underappre¬ 
ciated aspects of growing pot. It is here that the resin glands 
dry out and become psychoactive, reaching their full poten¬ 
tial in terms of high. To cure your buds, simply seal them in a 
container and reopen it once or twice a day to release the 
moisture still evaporating from them. After about a week of 
drying and another week to 10 days of curing, the buds are 
ready to be sampled and the benefits of all your hard work 
truly reaped! 


A Word to the Wise 

If you’re a student, remember that you are the one taking the 
risk. Providing fresh, quality herb to others might be profitable, 
but it can also come at a price. So regardless of where you de¬ 
cide to grow—whether it’s a basement or attic, closet or bath¬ 
room, big or small—heed this simple advice: Don’t let anyone 
know! It could lead to some tough compromises, to be sure, but 
you have to take into account the various pros and cons of your 
situation. Can you live without your home being a social hub? 
Can you keep quiet for the sake of your buds and your future? If 
the answer to these questions isn’t a definite yes, then do your¬ 
self a favor and hold off on growing until the time is right for 
you. After all, staying safe is the real trick, it

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Since the enactment of the Maine Medical Marijuana Act of 
1998, qualified patients in the state have had the right—if not 
always the ability—to grow or access cannabis to treat their 
ailments. Under the state law, six plants are allowed for pa¬ 
tients, who can choose to grow their own or assign a desig¬ 
nated caregiver to cultivate on their behalf. Caregivers are 
allowed up to five patients (six including themselves), and cer¬ 
tified growers with more than two patients can have their gar¬ 
dens visited at any time by Maine’s Department of Health and 
Human Services, which oversees and regulates the state's 
medical-marijuana system. 

Recent actions by Democratic Governor John E. Baldacci, 
who appointed the Task Force to Implement the Maine Medical 
Marijuana Act and signed a bill into law that applies a 5 percent 
sales tax to medical marijuana, thrust Maine into the spotlight 
as only the fifth state to allow not-for-profit dispensaries (al¬ 
beit only eight to start, one per district). With Alysia Melnick, 
public-policy counsel for the Maine Civil Liberties Union 
(MCLU), urging changes to the strictly worded rules regarding 
the confidentiality of patient and caregiver data, as well as sig¬ 
nificantly funded forces within and outside the state vying to 
become the cannabis source for a potentially large number of 
patients, the growers of Maine are wondering exactly what to 
make of all the hoopla and backroom deals—and, more im¬ 
portantly, whose interests are really being served.

vegetable oil as a biodiesel alternative 
to constantly burning fossil fuels. 
Plants are bottom-fed through an 
elaborate flood-and-drain system that 
wicks the water and nutrients up to 
the roots as needed. Other plants sit in 
5-gallon buckets waiting to be handfed 
a unique (and secret) organic solution. 

One of the growers, introduced to 
me as "Sam Adams,” explains that he 
doesn’t trust the government with any¬ 
thing, including the medical-marijuana 
situation. Til put it to you like this, 
Danny: 60 percent of the people of 
Maine voted for medical marijuana, and 
then our legislature started meddling 
with it and added almost 30 pages of 
red tape. They're making it near-impos¬ 
sible with all their bloated bureaucracy, 
when all we want to do is help the pa¬ 
tients of Maine get what’s rightfully theirs. They’ve got their hands in our pock¬ 
ets with all their excessive rules and regulations, and that’s all they really want.” 

Eric J. Friberg, who handles patient relations for Kirsten’s Compassion 
out of South Portland, describes some of the strains being developed here, 
including the Shugglegum or "Shuggles,” a Shiskaberry/Bubblegum cross 
with both a purple phenotype and a green one. They’re also growing every¬ 
thing from sativa -dominant Ditchweed to Kali Mist and Chemdog, plus exper¬ 
iments with Sour Diesel, AK-47, Juicy Fruit, Super Skunk, Master Kush, 

White Widow, K2, Romulan, Bubba Kush and a unique pheno of Shiskaberry 
they’ve dubbed "Kenny’s Cash Crop.” 

Before I left, the furious farmers noted the ridiculousness of a law that al¬ 
lows them to grow six plants but carry only two and a half ounces at any time. 
"Let me get this straight,” Sam barked as he rolled another huge joint: “I can 
grow these massive bud bushes, but then only store or carry so much less 
than they actually produce? If that’s really the case, Danny, let’s hurry up and 
destroy some evidence!” While I didn’t see eye to eye with all of Sam’s politi¬ 
cal views, I could surely agree to that one.

CHE SHU MK9 GBEEHIOUSE 

The first stop on my HIGH TIMES tour of Maine proved to be quite an eye- 
opener. The caregivers in charge of this innovative greenhouse were longtime 
Maine farmers completely fed up with their government and its broken es¬ 
tablishment. Meanwhile, their medical-cannabis plants grow alongside rows 
of food crops, including squashes, peppers and tomatoes, with green herbs 
of every kind rising up in protest of bureaucratic red tape and a medical- 
cannabis regulatory system these growers say threatens to overgrow and de¬ 
stroy their best efforts, like an invasive species. Still, they strive to comply, 
and so each and every cannabis plant in the greenhouse has a designated pa¬ 
tient’s name attached to it. 

But let’s focus on pot and not politics for the moment. For starters, this 
outdoor greenhouse is supplemented with high-intensity discharge (HID) 
lighting and heated with a stove that brings down the humidity and warms 
the whole structure throughout the cold season, which in Maine is almost all 
year round. The growers here compost everything they can and use waste

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Ron and Paul's 
grow lab produces 
pot perpetually. 
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The second grow op we visited turned out to be an eye-opener 
as well. Before we got there, my guide explained that we were 
about to enter a virtual laboratory—and he was right. One half 
of this pair of growers, Bub and Ron, graduated from the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, and their approach to culti¬ 
vating and using cannabis reflects this high-tech background. 

Vials, glass jars, tubing, flasks and Petri dishes of all sizes were hung 
neatly on the wall, and a microscope was set up at the end of the table. 

Their growing methods are equally brainy, with each plant on 
casters that allow it to be wheeled around with ease. These scien¬ 
tists grow their medicine for Maine Green Cross, and their sys¬ 
tem is set up so that they pull out six plants every week, 
achieving a perpetual harvest on a strict schedule by con¬ 
stantly taking clones to fill the vegging area and moving 
plants through the flowering room until ripe. 

Easy Roots cloning trays are filled with an even 
ratio of 3 ml per gallon of General Hydroponics’ sto¬ 
ried three-part formula, meaning 3 ml each of brown 
Micro, green Grow and pink Bloom. Pests aren’t an 
issue because the rooms are kept clean and con¬ 
stantly maintained and monitored. Fans keep the air 
flowing throughout, and all intake and exhaust 
tubes are filtered. 

The scientists grow many strains at a time in 
order to satisfy patients, who in turn report back 
their findings on the medicinal results of their ex¬ 
periments. At the time of our visit, they were grow¬ 
ing Tutti Frutti, White Lightning, 02 (a Cali/Orange 
hybrid) and Blue Lazer, which they described as a 
Northern Lights x Durban crossed with Blueberry. One 
of their favorites was the Wheelbarrow, so named be¬ 
cause “you’ll need one after you smoke it.” Everything is 
grown using Advanced Nutrients products plus various 
additives and concoctions they dream up in the lab. 


These methodical men are also cannabis-extraction spe¬ 
cialists, making both dry-sift and bubble hash as well as alco¬ 
hol-based sprays and various other tinctures and potions 
(including one reduction they were calling Red Hash, con¬ 
cocted with honey oil, acetone and three drops of white vinegar 
for nitrogen). With their perpetual-harvest system, they have 
plenty of plant and leaf material to use in experiments, which 
means their patients also get a wide variety of options for their 
varying needs. Asked about the new political developments in Maine, all 
the scientists would say was: "We need a more reasonable law.”

We concluded our statewide tour with a visit to the 
Maine Wellness Group (MWG), a locally operated, 
not-for-profit caregiver collective vying for one of 
those elusive state-dispensary licenses. MWG has 
united with other in-state caregiver groups, in¬ 
cluding Maine Green Cross, and board member 
Igor Rakuz explained that their focus was on pro¬ 
ducing locally grown, high-quality medicine. 

MWG has a huge catalog of heirloom strains 
that have been meticulously collected from 
around the world by local growers. Traveling to 
various MWG member grows was like touring the 
Northeast’s wine country. I was impressed not 
only by their varieties, but also by MWG’s compre¬ 
hensive patient database; their level of profes¬ 
sionalism matched the finest of the West Coast 
dispensaries. HIPAA (Health Insurance Portability 
and Accountability Act) compliance and patient 
confidentiality are being met on every level, in¬ 
cluding a patient-centric social network. 

The real magic in their grow operations is 
found in their living soil. The Maine Wellness 
Group utilizes the biodiversity of microorganisms, 
mycorrhizae and bacilli in their home-brewed bio¬ 
activated teas, which actually smell sweet until 
they add the local sea vegetables. The growers 
working with MWG focus on local organics and 
compost in their medicinal-plant production, plac¬ 
ing huge emphasis on natural techniques through¬ 
out the production and harvesting process. Also, 
one of them gave me a great new cloning tip: Since 
the active ingredient of store-bought cloning solu¬ 
tions to root cuttings is extracted from the willow 
tree, this clever grower simply takes the tips of 
new willow growth and boils them down to make a 
cheap and natural cloning solution that he joked 
“could draw roots from a popsicle stick." 

As we puffed on a huge spliff of some well- 
flushed and well-cured Guava Chem, he explained 
their ganja-growing philosophy, as well as the 
group’s mission statement: "We keep it simple. 
The earth is far wiser than all of us. We try to fol¬ 
low the path laid out by nature. Genetics are only 
part of delivering safe, healthy medicine; growing 


ers use a combination of neem oil and predatory 
ladybugs for pest control. If things really get hec¬ 
tic, he goes with some pyrethrins, but never after 
the fourth week of flowering. 

Strain-wise, they’ve found two phenotypes of 
the Guava Chem, one they call Pineapple and the 
other Guava. The Pineapple is a bit wispier, but 
they’re both super-strong, with indica -heavy me¬ 
dicinal properties that are perfect for patients with 
head trauma or nerve damage. Breeding experi¬ 
ments have also resulted in a new strain called 
Skunky Brewster, which consists of a Chem D fe¬ 
male pollinated by the indica -dominant 3D. Igor is 
also hard at work creating a strain called Mr. Butch, 
in honor of a fallen New England legend from the 
Boston area, the Mayor of Kenmore Square. 

As the subject moved once again to the many 
changes on Maine’s medical-marijuana land¬ 
scape, Igor told me: The solution to our problem 
here in Maine would be a simple CSA [community- 
supported agriculture] system with no limit on 
caregivers, patients or nonprofit dispensaries. All 
of these outside forces were astonished to find an 
organized coalition of local farmers interested in 
keeping things Maine-grower-owned and -oper¬ 
ated. Anyone who’s really spent any time here 
shouldn’t have been quite so surprised.” 


AMIDES FUGURE 

The real story of medical marijuana in Maine right 
now is the plight of the smaller local farmers 
against a sell-out government, huge agribusiness 
interests, and outside forces from other medical 
states such as California and Colorado—all el¬ 
bowing in on the substantial amounts of money 
this industry will produce. 

Luckily, the savvy pot patients of Maine have 
many options, including the most important one: 
the right to produce their own medicine. Irrespon¬ 
sible and greedy caregivers will always exist, along 
with politicians and outsiders seeking to line their 
pockets at the expense of the locals. Who will pre¬ 
vail depends on the willingness of people to stand 
up for what they believe in and their ability to per¬ 
sist in the face of pressure—and Mainers have 
plenty of both. 


plants in bio-diverse and synergistic mediums lets 
plants express the full potential of their pheno¬ 
types, tannins, cannabinoids and other medicinal 
properties.” 

The two rooms I visited each had two 400-watt 
and two 600-watt high-pressure sodium (HPS) 
lights, with a 1,000-watt HPS in the middle. The 
Sun Twist light spinner rotates the grow bulbs and 
ensures full coverage of the plants’ canopy space. 
One room is used for the first month of flowering 
and another for the second, allowing them to har¬ 
vest a nice bud bounty every four weeks. 

All of the water used goes through reverse- 
osmosis (RO) treatment, and the plants are grown 
in sphagnum peat moss (commonly sold as Pro- 
Mix) with added perlite. A bottom layer of rocks in 
each growing container ensures proper drainage 
to avoid perpetually soggy roots. Another interest¬ 
ing plant-feeding regimen they’ve incorporated— 
and were very excited about—is the use of diluted 
Sea-90 salts. These aren’t the typical Dead Sea 
salts used in commercial nutrient production, but 
living, unrefined, mined sea minerals harvested 
from hard-to-find locations. (For more informa¬ 
tion on this fascinating nutrient, check out the 
book Sea Energy Agriculture by Dr. Maynard Mur¬ 
ray or visit seaagri.com.) 

Natural solutions also define their approach to 
pest control: “If you haven’t gotten spider mites or 
powdery mildew, you haven’t been growing 
enough. There’s three kinds of growers: ones that 
have fucked up, ones that have yet to fuck up, and 
the ones that won’t admit it. The key is to learn 
from your mistakes and always look for natural 
solutions.” Igor and the rest of the MWG grow-

Let’s be honest right from the start. Today, there are a lot of pot competitions 
going on all around the globe, with quite a few happening right here 
within the borders of the United States. However, there is only one 
true Cup event, and it happens every year (for the past 22 years!) 
in Amsterdam each November. That competition attracts the 
biggest names and players in cannabis from around the 
world, crowning a champion in four distinct categories 
and naming the best marijuana on Earth for the year. The 
name of the contest is the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup... 
and it’s only a few months away.

HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup History 

To understand the real-deal Cannabis Cup, one has to 
understand its origins, its deeply seeded roots. 

Going all the way back to 1987, the HIGH TIMES 
Cannabis Cup was originally created by Cup founder 
(and then HT editor-in-chief) Steve Hager when he 
became inspired by stories of the “spectacular Cal¬ 
ifornia harvest festivals of the ’70s.” In those days, 
seed breeders were not nearly as prevalent as they 
are today, and the terms “seed company” and “seed 
bank” were virtually synonymous (whereas today, 
seed banks are largely distributors or retailers for 
many different seed companies). 

In the early days, there were only four clubs com¬ 
peting in the Cannabis Cup: the Super Sativa Seed 
Club, the Sensi Seed Club, the Seed Bank and Culti¬ 
vator’s Choice. Nevil, one of the legendary godfathers 
of cannabis genetics, founded the Seed Bank and 
quickly bought out Cultivator’s Choice, working with 
those genetics and using some of them to dominate the 
first few years of competition. 

Together, Hager and Nevil, along with other legendary 
names such as Ben Dronkers from Sensi and Sam the 
Skunkman from the Flying Dutchman, began to slowly build 
what would become a global phenomenon decades later. The 
HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup was soon joined by many others, includ¬ 
ing new expert judges, growers, connoisseurs, enthusiasts, activists 
and fans. As more and more groups from the cannabis community came 
to Amsterdam each year to partake, more and more Amsterdam cof 
feeshops began to take notice. 

By the fourth Cup (1991), coffeeshops began entering, due mostly to the tar¬ 
geting of seed companies around the world via a DEA crackdown known as Oper¬ 
ation Green Merchant, which forced many to go underground and withdraw, 
temporarily, from competition. However, this opened the door for the public to join in on 
the voting and began the modern era of the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup. For the first time, any¬ 
one could come to Amsterdam and legally sample and vote on the best strains in Holland. As 
time passed, that notion changed to what has now become truly the world’s best strains, as 
seed companies from countries all over the world come to compete.

How It Works 

Amsterdam’s relaxed attitude towards 
marijuana is what truly allows the 
HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup to operate 
and have multiple layers of competi¬ 
tion. Today, the main event—known 
simply as "the Cannabis Cup”—is com¬ 
prised of cannabis entries from Ams¬ 
terdam’s most elite coffeeshops. 
Cannabis Cup judges, comprised of 
anyone from the general public who 
purchases a judge’s pass, visit each of 
these coffeeshops—individually (like a 
pub crawl)—to purchase, smoke and 
judge that shop’s entry. 

At the end of the week, the judges 
return to the Cup’s main expo hall to 
privately cast their votes. The winner is 
crowned the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup 
champion. For the past three years, the 
Cup has been hosted at a posh, two- 
level nightclub called the Power Zone... 
and we will return to that venue again 
this year. The Power Zone, which boasts 
three bars, two soundstages and a back 
deck overlooking a canal, also houses 
over 50 booths that showcase every¬ 
thing from seed companies to grow 
equipment to paraphernalia retailers. 
During the entire week of the Cup, 
events are held at the Power Zone, in¬ 
cluding musical acts, grow seminars, 
talk shows and comedy acts. Purchasing 
a judge’s pass allows each person entry 
into the venue every day of the week, as 
well as access to all major parties and 
concerts held nightly at various loca¬ 
tions around the city. At the end of the 
week, everyone reconvenes at the HIGH 
TIMES party, which includes a concert 
and the awards ceremony. 


Beyond the Cannabis Cup cham¬ 
pion, numerous other awards are also 
handed out, including perhaps the 
most prestigious: the Indica and Sativa 
Cups in the Breeder/Seed Company 
category. HIGH TIMES has incorporated 
these specialized categories of compe¬ 
tition, geared specifically to breeders 
and seed companies, because Amster¬ 
dam also attracts the world’s best 
growers and breeders of cannabis. 
While the first few Cups exclusively 
featured seed companies and breed¬ 
ers, the event morphed into a primarily 
coffeeshop competition for many of its 
middle years, until the onslaught of 
seed companies were re-introduced to 
the market and HIGH TIMES decided 
to create Cannabis Cup categories just 
for these breeders. However, it should 
also be noted that some coffeeshops 
also have their own seed companies 
and subsequently enter both or all 
three categories (not to mention the 
two hash categories)—thus, some¬ 
times you'll see a name and a strain 
that have won more than one award. 

Only breeders with seed companies 
can enter these Cup competitions, as 
the winner’s seeds must be readily 
available to the people. Each year, a 
celebrity panel of judges is assembled 
to blind-test these entries and deter¬ 
mine a winner. This panel is usually 
comprised of experts in the cannabis 
industry as well as a mix of HIGH 
TIMES staffers and a few actual 
celebrities that we deem worthy (re¬ 
cent celebrityjudges have included the 
likes of Tommy Chong, Redman and 
Ky-Mani Marley). 
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Thousands of cannabis connoisseurs come to Amsterdam each year to judge the world's top pot. 
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The Super Lemon Haze has taken home 
the Coffeeshop Cup two years in a row.

Flashbacks 
From Last Year’s Cup 

Last year was a landmark oc¬ 
casion for the HIGH TIMES 
Cannabis Cup. In case you are new to the world of 
pot drama, conspiracy theories abound each year 
(as is prevalent with any serious competition) 
when stalwart coffeeshops such as Barney’s 
and the Green House trade off first-place fin¬ 
ishes year after year. 

However, as explained earlier, while the 
Cannabis Cup (voted on by the public) is 
awarded for the best coffeeshop weed, there 
are other—perhaps more prestigious—Cups 
f. to be won in the seed-company categories 
for Best Indica and Best Sativa. And though 
both the Green House and Barney’s cof¬ 
feeshops also have their own seed-com¬ 
pany subsidiaries that often finish high up in the top three of the Indica and Sativa Cups, last year saw two 
entirely new seed companies take home first-place Cups in each category. 

The Harvestmen, an up-and-coming seed company based in the UK, took home first place in the 
Sativa Cup for their entry, Ceres Hilton, while HortiLab, a seed company out of Germany, took home first 
place in the Indica Cup with Starbud. If that doesn’t silence the critics, nothing ever will. 

Newcomers aside, there were a few entries that are fast becoming perennial winners. In the cof¬ 
feeshop category, Super Lemon Haze from the Green House United won the Cannabis Cup for the sec¬ 
ond year in a row, giving the Green House seven overall first-place finishes and a new HIGH TIMES 
Cannabis Cup record. Also in the coffeeshop category, the Green Place took home a third-place finish for 
the second time in as many years—the only two years they have entered. Their entry last year was the 
Headband Kush, which placed in the coffeeshop category, and their entry in 2008 was an immaculately 
grown Chocolope. That Chocolope came from seeds developed by DNA Genetics, who are also an annual 
favorite. DNA’s Indica Cup entry last year—an OG #18 from their choice seed-stock subsidiary, Reserva Pri- 
vada—took home a strong second-place finish. 
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A Sneak Peek for 2010 

This year, for the first time in the 22-year 
history of the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup, 
a seed company from Hawaii will be entering 
their strains into competition in Amsterdam. 
Cultivation correspondent South Bay Ray 
recently caught up with Johnny Dope from 
Hawaii’s Supreme Beans to catch a glimpse 
of what’s coming at this year’s Cup! 

What’s the vision of Supreme Beans? 

Simply put, it’s our goal to provide Heirloom 
Hawaiian genetics to the world. We’re also going 
to continue creating new varieties of medicinal 
marijuana using powerful local strains available 
here in Hawaii. 

You’ve got some beautiful plants, and I’m very 
impressed with how well the buds are grown, 
trimmed and cured. Where did you lean these 
skills? 

Actually, I learned a lot by attending the HIGH 
TIMES Cannabis Cup in Amsterdam. I love the 
Cannabis Cup! Out of all the expos I’ve worked, 
it’s my favorite. Beginning in 2006, I’ve had the 
privilege of working with Ed Borg at Delta-9 Labs. 
They’re a great company with some awesome ge¬ 
netics. Through Delta-9,1 was introduced to a few 
key players in the scene like Big Buddha, Para¬ 
dise, Sensi Seeds and—probably the most influ¬ 
ential for me—DNA Genetics. Since then, I’ve 
been able to work the THC Expo, the UK Hemp 
Expo and Spannabis. 

What’s up for the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup this 
year? 

I’m really excited! Not only am I going to be there, 
but this year we’ll be entering three categories 
with two different strains in the competitions. 



What strains? Which competitions? 

Molokai Frost will be our coffeeshop [via the Trin¬ 
ity Coffeeshop in Amsterdam] and our seed com¬ 
pany’s indica entry. True Blood will be the seed 
company’s sativa entry. 

Molokai Frost was grown for years on the 
small rural island of Molokai. It’s a 60/40 indica- 
sativa hybrid with an eight- to 10- week flowering 
time. She has that weird petrol/fresh-cut grass 
funk that leads me to believe she’s an ancestor to 
the ChemDog, Kush and Diesel strains. Molokai 
Frost is a heavy-duty narcotic medicine, great for 
pain relief and sleeplessness. It’s a "one-hit quit’’ 
ora "one-and-done” strain, meaning it doesn’t 
take much to get the job done. 


True Blood is a 100 percent sativa. It’s possibly 
the real, original Maui Wowie. She’s a jungle beast 
with a super-long flowering time of 12 to 14 weeks. 
In cooler climates, like above 3,000 feet here in 
Hawaii, True Blood produces massive colas. The 
high is electric—it’s great for hiking, adventuring 
and sensual activities! Old-school smells and fla¬ 
vors will take you straight back to the past, and the 
high will make you feel like a kid again. 

Tell us about the Puna Blue and the Dog that I 
photographed. 

Puna Blue is a 75/25 indica-sativa hybrid that typi¬ 
cally grows in a single main cola. Her growth pat¬ 
tern is similar to a Moroccan Hash Plant. The 
flavor is intense and spicy, with a sweet blue¬ 
berry/tropical background. The high tends to lean 
toward the indica side with a heavy, narcotic stone. 
She’s originally from the Puna district on the Big 
Island of Hawaii and is a true island gem. 

The Dog is a Maui strain that’s been around 
since the late ’90s. It’s very similar to the Chem¬ 
Dog D strain from the mainland, but it has a darker 
green color and broader leaves. She finishes in 
eight to nine weeks and has high resin content. It’s 
one of the only plants I’ve ever had that actually 
grows and tastes better when fed with synthetic 
nutrients. She's usually not the largest yielder in 
your garden, but for sure a keeper. 

How does one acquire Heirloom Hawaiian strains 
from Supreme Beans? 

Our seeds aren’t available to the public yet. One 
can try our ganja at the Trinity Coffeeshop in Ams¬ 
terdam at this year’s HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup. 

In the very near future, our seeds will be made 
available via DNA Genetics. Information on all our 
strains will soon be obtainable at 
supremebeans.net—currently, the website is 
under construction. Both feminized and regular 
seeds will be released.

The Dolphins 

One of Amster¬ 
dam’s oldest 
spots to grab a 
coffee and a nice 
bag of weed, the 
Dolphins is ide¬ 
ally located just off the ever-popular Leidseplein 
square. Its quaint atmosphere and cozy basement 
haven't changed much in the last 20 years, and its 
under-the-sea theme is prevalent throughout the 
house—including on the painted ocean-mural 
walls. Downstairs, large, round couches encom¬ 
pass coffee tables that are great for accommodat¬ 
ing large groups of friends (as well as tobacco 
aficionados) who enjoy lounging around for hours 
at a time. 

Additionally, the Dolphins is one of the few cof¬ 
feeshops that offers free Wi-Fi for patrons travel¬ 
ing with laptops, making this establishment a 
great place to get work done or keep up on com¬ 
munications. And besides carrying a great menu 
of green herb, this coffee house is also green-con¬ 
scious, using recycled materials to keep the 
Earth—and dolphins—safe! 

In 2009, the Dolphins made an impressive 
showing, finishing fourth in the balloting with their 
entry, White Dolphin. This year, look for them to 
follow up with a newer, more stable hybrid of last 
year’s entry... or perhaps something entirely new. 
Whatever it is, you can be sure the Dolphins will be 
playing hard to finish in the top three for the first 
time since 2002, when they placed second in the 
hashish category with their Royal Dolphin hash.

A sister establish¬ 
ment to Boerejon- 
gens, the Bij 
coffeeshop is lo¬ 
cated just around 
the corner, doubling the reward for the adventurous 
who trek out to the outlying coffee houses of the 
HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup competition. Spacious 
and decorated with antiques and artifacts from gen¬ 
erations ago, this space is another local smoke shop 
that delivers big on local flavors. 

Although this residential-area shop also pro¬ 
hibits smoking, it’s a place to find great local 
strains at affordable prices, not to mention tasty 
and relatively inexpensive pieces of hashish. The 
Bij is, as the Dutch would say, a "get-and-go” es¬ 
tablishment and has become a hub for local smok¬ 
ers. A large table in the center of the room is 
equipped for rolling your own and having a chat 
with other customers. This summer, some of the 
nicest herbs on the menu included a great varia¬ 
tion of Cheese as well as a Super Silver Haze for 
underCIO a gram. 

In 2009, the Bij entered a superb Amnesia x 
Lavender that was both tasty and potent. Look for 
the shop to follow up this year with something just 
as stony and with excellent aroma and strength ... 
perhaps an Amnesia Cheese? 


This year, as part of our Cup preview, we here at HIGH TIMES thought it might be useful for Cup-goers and readers 
to get a glimpse of a few of Amsterdam’s prominent coffeeshops. The coffeeshops not only compete in the Cup 
but also offer judges a diverse selection of ambiance, hangout space, food, drink and (of course] pot menus! 

Below is a list of a few select coffeeshops that have been competing in the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup for years, 
each offering its own distinct flavor and adding to the celebration of diversity, community and really good cannabis! 

Bluebird Coffeeshop 

An absolute must-visit on any coffeeshop tour, the Bluebird Coffeeshop resides 
in a young, hip area of town where college students and backpacking tourists 
abound. Both the exterior and interior are inviting, beckoning passersby to stop 
in for a relaxing smoke and friendly conversation. Inside, the two floors are 
equipped with a bar, a smoking room (for tobacco mixes) and regular smoking 
areas (pure weed only) that overlook the bustling streets below. 

The ambiance, decor and attitude of the Bluebird reflect a Caribbean-like paradise with hanging hammocks and 
colorful, jungle-style murals on the walls. The music, which is tops among Amsterdam’s coffee houses, features the 
likes of Miles Davis, Bob Marley and other soulful, funky, reggae-style beats. A long menu of ganja is available, plus 
every possible accoutrement for smoking. Their menu this summer boasted some newer names, including a San 
Fernando Valley Kush from the original OG lineage. Look for the Bluebird to make some noise in this year’s compe¬ 
tition and be sure to stop in for some hang time—you won’t be disappointed! 




Boerejongens 

For the adventurous Cup-goer who wants to truly experience the city of Amster¬ 
dam and all its local hamlets, Boerejongens is a unique coffeeshop situated on 
the outskirts of town. Priding itself on an extensive menu of both hashish and 
buds, Boerejongens provides a great sampling of both exotic and local fare. 
Nestled within a very typical Dutch neighborhood, Boerejongens offers some 
unexpected pleasures: There’s something truly uplifting about buying pot over the counter while looking out the 
large windows at children playing in a schoolyard, reinforcing the country’s liberal (and educational) approach to reg¬ 
ulating cannabis. While getting here is certainly not for the faint of heart, once you arrive, the abundance of locals will 
tell any smoker that this is the place for finding that elusive "diamond in the rough.” 

On a typical weekend afternoon, it’s not uncommon to see a line out the door of loyal patrons waiting for their 
favorite strains. For the economical or casual smoker, very nice strains such as the original Jack Herer can be 
purchased for a mere €6 a gram. More expensive items, such as the savory import hashes, are also popular. How¬ 
ever, be prepared to roll up and roll out, as this shop has a strict non-smoking policy that is respectful of neighbor¬ 
ing homes and families. 


Rusland 

Rusland is an elegantly appointed, Russian-themed coffee house located just outside the 
famed Red Light District in the city’s Centrum. However, the claim to fame for this old-time 
coffeeshop is that it was the first one licensed in Amsterdam, as evidenced by its T-shirts (also 
for sale) bearing the "No. 1 Permit” logo. While Rusland wasn’t the very first coffeeshop to 
open in Amsterdam, it was the lucky winner of the first government-sanctioned permit when 
the licensing process began. 

Established in 1974, Rusland (which means "Russia” in Dutch) was actually named for 
Rusland Street, which in turn was named after the Rus family, who owned the land over 450 
years ago! The shop is known for its fine glass smoking instruments and a strong menu of fairly priced marijuana 
strains. There are numerous works of art by local glass blowers on display, as well as outdoor seating for those 
who want to enjoy the nice weather. 

Last year, Rusland entered a pristine version of White Russian as their coffeeshop entry. Expect them to come 
through this year with a remix of their excellent genetic stock and make a top-three finish! 




De Dampkring 

De Dampkring is a brilliant coffee house that is seemingly geared for the in¬ 
telligent socialite. 

Always full to the brim, De Dampkring’s patrons are usually chatting away 
with one another over a fresh-squeezed orange juice or fruit smoothie (both 
of which are out of this world, by the way), all the while smoking some of the 
best pot in Amsterdam. 

The menu is as smart as the clientele, a testament to De Dampkring’s good management, with a mix of both 
old-school and new, exotic strains that match the eclectic conversation heard about the room. 

A surprise flavor listed on their recent marijuana menu was the Mexican Haze. This hybrid of a Mexican 
sativa crossed with the A-5 Haze from Nevil himself is largely reminiscent of what Americans might know as 
"Miami Haze” back in the States. With a sweet and pungent taste and ultra-cerebral high, these nuggets were a 
hidden gem on an already stellar menu lineup. 

Always showing up with an original and unique entry, De Dampkring entered the Sativa Cup in 2008 with 
Ocean’s 12 Haze and the Indica Cup with Cloud 9 under their umbrella seed company, Dampkring Classics. Last 
year, they took some time off to develop future seed-company entries and flew solo with their coffeeshop entry, 
John Sinclair (whose namesake also happened to be attending the Cup that year). This year, we expect nothing less 
than another classic entry from De Dampkring—but, as always, that information is top-secret.

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Still recovering from the ravages of Hurricane Katrina, the small fishing village of Venice, Louisiana watches and waits as another disaster heads their way.

Venice, LA. May 20,2010 

Driving south on Highway 23 from New Orleans you see the refineries right 
from the go—beautiful silver spires pointed straight at heaven like futuristic 
metropolises cut from a science fiction movie and pasted along the mighty 
Mississippi River. I wish I knew what function each gleaming substructure per¬ 
formed in the process of turning crude oil siphoned from beneath the ocean 
floor into the gasoline that propels America from here to there, but I don’t. 

For over 4000 years man has been utilizing petroleum for one thing or 
another. It is said that asphalt, the black tar-like sludge that is still a compo¬ 
nent in the design of our roads, was used as mortar in the construction of 
the Tower of Babel. The Tower of Babel appears in the book of Genesis as a 
project conceived by man to pay homage, not to the glory of God, but to 
man's own magnificence. This really pissed God off, so he scattered the peo¬ 
ple who built it across the earth and muddled their language so they could 
no longer communicate with each other. Confusion was their punishment. 
Like most building projects, the people who actually laid the bricks were 
probably just regular folk hoping to feed their families, but they felt the 
wrath of Yahweh just the same. 

I’m traveling this road for the purpose of seeing two things I’ve never be¬ 
fore witnessed: 1. An alligator living in the wild and 2. An unprecedented 
manmade ecological disaster. It’s one month after the explosion of the Deep¬ 
water Horizon rig, and oil has been spewing unchecked from the bottom of 
the sea 41 miles off the coast of Louisiana at a rate said to be anywhere be¬ 
tween 1,500,000 and 2,500,000 gallons a day. 


Along for the ride is my wife Rebekah (the truth is we’d planned this trip 
months before the explosion), and behind the wheel of the Ford Explorer 
that we’re cruising in is Ashley Boudreaux, HIGH TIMES’ cannabis cooking 
columnist [see her response to the spill on page 118]. Ashley’s bloodline 
goes back five generations in Louisiana, and if you ever visit the Confeder¬ 
ate Museum in New Orleans, you can find the uniform of her great grandfa¬ 
ther, Major Daniel Ostrander Merwin, under glass there. You will recognize 
it because the right sleeve of the grey frock coat is missing from where a 
cannonball blew his arm off. 

As we drive down 23,1 keep my eyes peeled for gators in the grassy 
trenches along the road, but all I see are rows of trailers, new homes built 
high on stilts in anticipation of the next flood, and little white crosses where 
people I never knew met their makers in tragic auto accidents. Every time 
you get in your car, you roll the dice with your life. If you live in a society in 
which machines play an integral role in its prosperity, well, I guess there’s a 
gamble there, too. 

This area was decimated by Katrina and is only starting to get back on its 
feet. There are two industries down here, oil and fishing. There are a few 
bars, a convenience store and a restaurant here and there, and that’s it. 
Sometimes you hit a patch of lifeless grey tree skeletons that choked on Kat¬ 
rina’s salt water, covered in boggy green vines until they almost look alive. 

An hour and 45 minutes south of New Orleans we come to a sign that says 
we’ve reached the end of the southernmost road in Louisiana. I’ve seen news 
reports from Venice all month long, but we are strangely alone here save for a

few pelicans, gulls and terns as yet untouched by 
the horror heading steadily their way. Occasionally 
we’ll see a nutria dart out into the road, one of the 
massive local swamp rats that I’ve been told are 
hunted for dog food. There are shrimp trawlers 
tied to rickety docks clanging rhythmically with the 
tide, and the ground is covered with empty bottles, 
food containers and other refuse. The sun is pour¬ 
ing down heat like a volcano. 

The oil has yet to hit here, so I’m looking at 
Venice in its (almost) pristine state. Somewhere 
offshore the folks at BP are trying to fit a metal 
cup over the broken pipes that are flooding the 
water with oil and are failing. President Obama, in 
the first blatantly moronic act of his presidency, 
keeps reiterating his confidence that Team BP is 
the best choice for the job of stopping the flow and 
cleaning up the mess. If you ask me, that’s like 
saying Charles Manson would have been the best 
choice to perform CPR on Sharon Tate. 

By the time you read this, the road to this catas¬ 
trophe will be old news—the kickbacks, the lax 
regulation, the safety violation waivers, the shoddy 
construction, the crystal meth parties between in¬ 
spectors and oil company reps—it seems to me 
there are more hoops to jump through to open a hot 
dog stand on a New York street corner than there 
are to dig for oil a mile down from the surface of the 
ocean, where the pressure, at about one ton per 
square inch, could crush a man’s skull like a beer 
can. BP, Transocean, Halliburton—they are all try¬ 
ing to lay the blame at each others’ feet in a laugh¬ 
able three-way circle jerk of corporate denial. 

Pundits across nation are trying to label this 
"Obama’s Katrina” or "Obama’s 9/11” or 


"Obama’s Iranian Hostage Crisis.” I will offer my 
own opinion—that this is "Obama’s Plague of 
Blood” as depicted in the Book of Exodus. I won¬ 
der whose "ass” Obama will "kick” when it starts 
raining frogs? 

I don’t know who was in charge of the Deepwa¬ 
ter Horizon rig leading up to the blast, but I know 
who is in charge now, and you can call him Yah- 
weh, Jehovah, God, Allah, Jah, or any name you 
choose that for you represents that force of nature 
so far beyond man’s control that it appears divine. 

Back in the car Ashley is driving around trying 
to find a street she remembers, one with a funny 
name. After crisscrossing the mottled roads we 
arrive at Halliburton Road and we all have a laugh. 

I suggest we hit the local bar, the Den Lounge, 
a roadhouse joint advertising something called the 
"238 Lingerie Night” next Thursday. Inside it’s dark 
and cool compared to the humid afternoon we’re 
trying to escape. It’s a big place, with a dozen or so 
men inside and Bob Seger on the jukebox. 

I ask the lady behind the bar what "238” means 
and she says, "2:38—that’s what time all the guys 
get horny.” 

Ashley buys a round for the bar and Johnny, a 
big guy with a booming voice that can be heard in 
all corners of the room, starts talking to us. He’s 
wearing a white baseball cap planted backwards 
on his head, and when I tell him Rebekah and I are 
from New York, he gets excited and informs us 
he’s from New Jersey, down here working on the 
cleanup for thirty bucks an hour. 

"The way they told me about it, I thought I was 
going to be staying at the Mariott,” he says. I’m in a 
trailer with seven other dudes sleeping in bunk beds.” 


I ask him what he’s doing and he says he’s 
supposed to be laying boom, but nobody out on 
the water seems to know where to put it. 

"I ask the guy from the Coast Guard where 
we’re supposed to drop this stuff and he tells me 
he don’t know. Everybody out there’s got his head 
up his ass. No one is in charge.” 

(Of course I know that God is in charge, and 
He’s got a kind of hands-off approach to manage¬ 
ment, and probably enjoys the confusion that 
abounds, but I keep that fact to myself.) 

Johnny’s more interested in talking to Re¬ 
bekah than me and, I find out later, creeps her out 
with a whole bunch of talk about his bad marriage, 
insisting that her marriage (meaning mine) is 
probably crap, too. If it was 2:38, this guy would 
have been dangerous. 

You can tell the locals because their skin isn't 
a pinkish tan like Jersey Johnny’s. The fishermen, 
their skin is nearly brown with a leathery sheen 
that makes it almost impossible to decipher their 
tattoos. And they’re not talking about the mess in 
the Gulf. They’re getting loaded, laughing with 
each other. I’m sure the spill is on their minds, but 
it is absent from their lips, at least within earshot 
of this New Yorker. Ashley tells them she’s from 
New Orleans and they half-jokingly tell her that in 
Venice, anyone north of Empire is considered a 
Yankee. (Empire is about 15 miles up the road). 

Ashley is talking the virtue of brown shrimp 
versus white with a man named Ray. Ashley 
prefers the white shrimp, Ray’s opinion is that 
they’re all good. In an attempt to throw the 
shrimpers a bone before the black tide chokes off 
every living thing in the Gulf, the brown shrimp 
season was opened early, which to Ray was con¬ 
founding, because the size of the shrimp they were 
catching—90 per pound—wasn’t good for any¬ 
thing, and not worth the disruption in the life cycle. 

Ray explains that it’s the bartender lady’s 
birthday, and that since he’d only discovered this 
fact a few minutes ago, the best he could scrounge 
up was a few cupcakes and a pack of birthday can¬ 
dles. While the bartender is distracted by the video 
poker machine in the corner of the room, Ray dec¬ 
orates the cake, lights the candles and then calls 
her over while everyone sings, "Happy Birthday.” 

She’s a sport, she blows out the candles, but 
by the time the song ends, there are tears rolling 
down her cheeks—not tears of joy, but tears from 
a place a few leagues south of joy. She takes her 
drink and her cigarette and goes back to the video 
poker, and a man named Black wearing a black 
Barmah hat takes over serving drinks. 

Ray is a fisherman in his thirties with an Ital¬ 
ian-sounding last name tattooed along his fore¬ 
arm, but when we ask him about it he says his 
name is Fillipino, not Italian. He’s drinking Jim 
Beam and his mood is up. A man next to me 
whispers that if Ray wasn’t drinking whiskey he 
wouldn’t be so friendly, he’d be sulking some¬ 
where, and that makes me like Ray more. Ray 
tells us about his dog, Rufus James, who he 
wants us to meet, and also about his mother, the 
greatest woman in the world. 
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Rebekah is a jeweler and gives him a ring with 
a cat’s eye stone to give to his mother, and his face 
brightens and he insists right there that we go and 
meet her, which is an easy thing to do because the 
two of them, along with Rufus James, live in a 
trailer next to the levee, a few hundred feet behind 
the bar. We ask him if he wants to smoke some 
weed and he says sure, but he doesn’t want his 
mom to find out, as she would not approve. 

"My mother is the greatest woman in the 
world,” he tells us. "She carries a .38, but you’ll 
love her and she is going to love this ring.” 

Walking back to his home, Ray tells us that 
everything we see was under water after Katrina, and that he and his mother 
lived with relatives upstate for months after the flood. 

Rufus James is an amiable pit bull with pink eyes and a slobbering pink 
mouth tied to a tree next to the trailer. Ray starts wrestling the mutt, slapping 
him around and saying, "Ain’t you beautiful, Rufus James?” 

Maybe 200 feet away is a concrete wall that is the last line of defense be¬ 
tween the sea and Ray’s life. 

"The Mississippi is on the other side?” I ask, and Ray takes me up there to 
see. The two of us climb the diagonal layer of rocks to the top of the wall and 
peer out at the ships in the delta where the river meets the Gulf. The water is 
a busy byway of oil tankers and all sorts of transport ships. Pointing to the 
marsh below he shows me where he catches snapping turtles. 

"Do you eat them?” I ask. 

"Of course. I don’t clean them though, my mother does that. We live off 
the land.” Then he adds stoically, "This is the only thing I know, and it’s all 
going to end.” 

"Do you see alligators here?” I ask him and he looks at me like I’m an idiot. 

"Of course." 

"I’ve never seen an alligator outside of a zoo.” 

"I’ll show you an alligator,” he says. "I’ll show you my alligator. I feed him.” 

Back at the house Rebekah and Ashley are sitting with Ray’s mom, who 
indeed does love her ring and who is as great as Ray said. She points to her 
okra bushes and explains that the secret to cooking good okra is to add a bit 
of vinegar during the preparation, and that keeps them from getting slimy. 


Back in the Ford Explorer, we pass around the 
peace pipe while Ray leads us through the marshy 
byways of Venice in search of his gator. 

We pull over and he shows us the gator path, 
tall grass that has been trampled into the sand. I 
follow him down the path while the ladies wait 
back at the car. Putting his hands to the sides of his 
mouth he lets out a series of gator calls— 
"Gu-gu-wha! Gu-gu-wah!” 

When nothing happens, he points to a nearby 
sandbar and says, "That’s a nest, come with me, 
we’ll flush them out.” 

It’s mating season, a time when the males are 
particularly aggressive, and I basically chicken out and head back to the car. 

We drive only about a quarter of a mile when Rebekah spots one in a 
pond. Excited, we all get out. The gator doesn’t swim so much as it just 
moves straight through the water stealthily, the king of his domain. I’d al¬ 
ways imagined that seeing a gator on its home turf would be a heart-pump¬ 
ing, frightening thing like seeing a bear in your campground, but gators, they 
just want to do their own thing like the rest of us. The fact that they are per¬ 
fect killing machines that have survived mostly intact since dinosaur days, 
you can’t hold that against them. 

"This is my life and now it’s over,” Ray laments. "I might as well just set 
this whole fucking place on fire.” 

What do you say to a man when he speaks the miserable truth? Do you 
tell him it’s all going to be all right? Because it won’t. Do you tell him that 
there’s something he can do? Because there isn’t. Do you tell him not to 
worry because the arrogant prick mouthpiece of BP promises that he’s going 
to "make this right?” 

Does BP have a time machine that we don’t know about? Because the Gulf 
of Mexico isn’t going to be "right” again until long after you and I cease to exist. 

In the next few months Ray was going to watch the life that he knows— 
a culture older than the internal combustion machine, older than America 
itself—be defiled before his and his mother’s and Rufus James’ eyes, and 
the debate as to which tastes better, white shrimp or brown shrimp, will be 
rendered irrelevant because all the shrimp that live in this body of water 
will be dead. ^ 


Does BP have a time 
machine that we don’t 
know about?

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In the classic film Network (1976), news anchorman Howard Beale screams to his TV audi¬ 
ence: “I’m mad as hell and I’m not going to take it anymore!” The line instantly became a 
national catch phrase expressing our deep dissatisfaction with our government, our lead¬ 
ers and, sometimes, our lives. 

Comedian Lewis Black has taken Beale’s sentiment and elevated it to an art form. No 
standup performing today has connected to his audience in quite the same way; Black’s 
anger and frustration illuminates our own. In the end, he makes us laugh at ourselves-at 
our maddening inability, or even unwillingness, to alter our condition. Ergo, the expression: 
“So funny it hurts.” 

Lewis Black feels your rage. In June, he released a new DVD, Stark Raving Black, and in 
November his new book, I’m Dreaming of a Black Christmas (Penguin Publishing), will be on 
the shelves. Which just goes to show that Black humor is now in vogue. 


Your mother was a teacher. What did she impart 
to you about education? 

Her thing was that you have to stay on top of these 
kids: “You go in there, you got to stay on top.” She 
was really funny. I think the thing that was inter¬ 
esting about my mother was that she started 
teaching in a district when it was still a segregated 
school system. She was teaching in a black 
school; she taught math. How she’d teach was, 
basically, they’d pretend to have $100, and she 
said, "I want you to spend the hundred dollars,” so 
they would see the practical side. Her whole thing 
with education was, in the end, it has to be practi¬ 
cal. Connect to the person. 

You were in college during the era of antiwar ac¬ 
tivism in the '60s. How do you view modern col¬ 
lege life? 

As far as activism, everybody is kind of like, "How 
come they’re not doing this or that?” The thing I 
think people miss: There is a huge difference 
fighting a war with a volunteer army, when you 
have done everything you can to separate the 
mainstream of the country from the war itself. It’s 
a buzz in the background. Most people don’t know 
somebody in the military. I mean, I didn’t—not 
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until I did the USO tours. I had friends who were in 
Vietnam, but I didn’t have a friend who became a 
military person. So to expect them to rise up like 
college students in the '60s.... 

On a practical level, they went out and got 
Obama elected. They were the whole drive behind 
that. They seem to have more of a sense of what 
needs to be done in the community—I think. I am 
hoping. They are fairly bright—I know from the 
questions they ask me, they are very insightful. 

I’m just hoping they do a better job than we did. 

You’re huge on college campuses. What’s your 
take on modern college life? 

I was in a fraternity for a year, and I went back and 
wanted to see what had changed—and nothing 
changed. When I was there, it seemed that half 
the frat was doing drugs and the other half was 
getting drunk, and we would watch each other. 
Weird! 

It's the same thing now: guys walking around 
with a gut, with four Budweisers hanging from the 
plastic thing, walking around sashaying it as if it 
was a purse. It’s the same group. 

But they seem to be smarter than we are. I 
hope so—I really do. 


Do you believe the US is on a downward spiral? 

I think we’re like a Slinky—it makes a lot of noise, 
and it’s always kind of the same. My mother said 
it, talking about the racism we see in the Tea 
Party. She said, "I don’t know why you people are 
shocked—it’s not like these people went away. 
They’re still there!” 

People want big, sweeping changes like the 
civil-rights laws, but you’re not going to have big, 
sweeping change. For every step we take forward, 
we take two steps back. We don’t get much 
brighter. It’s just appalling. Most of it is exhausting 
to watch. 

If you were God or president, what would you do 
first? 

If I were president, I would make education a pri¬ 
ority. Everything follows—they still don’t get that. 
As God, the first thing I do would be to put my fin¬ 
ger in the hole in the Gulf. Then I would strike 
dumb Sarah Palin, Glenn Beck and Rush Lim- 
baugh. If they didn’t talk for a while, it would be 
really good. I don’t want to kill them—I just don’t 
want them to have words coming out of their 
mouths. 

How do you perceive the government’s war on 
pot? 

One of the attractions of pot is that I can smoke 
and be an outlaw—in my basement! I don’t know 
if it’s the superego of an entire culture stepping 
in—"Whoa! These people are having fun! We have 
to step in!”—but it’s out of control. It got crazy, to 
no effect. You got these guys racing in over the 
border bringing in bags of weed. They’re running 
around shooting it out in the streets in Kingston, 
Jamaica, because of our fear of drugs. 

You wonder, if pot were legal, would meth labs 
have risen? If pot had been legal, would there 
have been crack cocaine? You got a really perfect 
drug—coca leaves—that you can chew and get a

buzz. It’s perfect. No! Then you grind it up into this 
stinky little powder that gives you an anxiety at¬ 
tack. It’s crazy! 

You’re not a pot smoker anymore. Tell us about 
your marijuana history. 

I remember the first time I smoked, I think, was 
with my friend Stanley, who has since passed 
away. I didn’t really smoke until my freshman year 
in college. But we had done all this research. We 
were doing all of this research in chem class for 
papers that we never did. We were just preparing. 

I smoked up and through graduate school. I 
actually stopped for a while my first year of grad¬ 
uate school—I was writing a play. I got to a point 
where things were going so well, I decided to just 
have faith that everything would work out: "Stop 
the going nuts; you’re getting some kind of mes¬ 
sage. Just pay attention to what’s in front of you 
and you’ll be fine.” It worked. It really worked. I 
couldn’t smoke. That lasted eight or nine months, 
but I went back to pot. 

Then I had a traumatic marriage and divorce 
and got really depressed—and really upset. I was 
going to Yale Drama School at that point in time, 
and the words “emotional wasteland” don’t even 
begin to describe it.... I came out of the divorce and 
went into the dean of students’ office and said, 
"Since none of you have any comprehension of 
where I am, I want nobody bothering me for the 
next year. If anybody gets in my face about anything, 
I am holding you responsible. I just got out of this 
divorce, and none of you know how to deal with it!” 

I was really troubled, and I didn’t really know 
what depression was—I had never really been 
depressed. I was sleeping and smoking in bed; I 
would wake up and there would be holes in the 
bed. I had no interest in anything. It was a total 
depression. So I came up with what I called "dope 
therapy”: If I could just stay high, I could find in¬ 
terest in the things around me. I had to figure it 
out like a puzzle ... so if I stayed stoned all the 
time, it would allow me to interact better. I would 
have to stay on my game, act like I was normal. 

So I would wake up in the morning and roll like 
six or seven jays. Most people who do that become 
slackers—the guy who doesn’t come out of the 
basement. My idea was the opposite: "You’re going 
to go out there, you’re going to be involved with 
people, and you’re going to be stoned to the tits!” 


I would be with my friends and say, "I got to 
go smoke some dope before my next class.” I did¬ 
n’t burn the bed anymore. I kind of became fasci¬ 
nated with stuff—it kept me in the game, kept me 
involved. Eventually, "dope therapy” worked, but 
it killed my taste for pot. 

The intriguing part of the story is what hap¬ 
pened after I quit. I was back in the game, my 
brain had clicked in, I spoke my mind better. The 
same dean of students that I told to stay away 
brought me in. I had not been smoking for a 
month. He told me, "A lot of the teachers think 
you’re stoned.” I said, "Are you kidding me?” 

That was when I knew that it was bullshit—as 
far as the state of mind pot puts you in, they had¬ 
n’t a clue. I had been ripped to the tits and no¬ 
body said a word. Then I get straight and they 
think I’m crazy! 


I saw you years back at the West Bank Cafe in 
New York City. As a comic, you were a bit more 
jovial than you are now. 

I introduced the acts, so I was always a little more 
charming. But I was doing my act one night, and 
this comic, Dan Ballard, came up to me and said: 
"You know, you’re really angry, and you’re not 
yelling. You got to go out onstage and start yelling. 
I’m yelling all the time, and I got nothing to really 
yell about. The next joke, I just want you to yell it!” 

So I went onstage and started yelling. It was 
really that simple: Fucking idiot! It was real stupid, 
because when I was sitting around with my 
friends and go off and get pissed, it was funny. But 
it never connected with me. 

Are you aware of your wild hand gestures and 
pointing fingers? 
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It’s not really conscious. Maybe a little bit—like 
about 10 percent. But I remember playing the 
Trop in Atlantic City years ago, and I was coming 
up the escalator and people were going down, and 
they were pointing at me—the finger stuff—and I 
was like, "What the fuck is that?” I was told, 
"They’re doing you onstage.” And I went, “I don’t 
do that!” And literally, the next time I was onstage, 
I was like, "Fuck, I really do do that!” 

The only thing I really choreograph is working 
out where I’ll go when I’m telling a story, where 
I’ll walk. But, physically, I haven’t a clue. 

Peter Gent wrote in North Dallas Forty that being a 
pro football player was like being a standup or an 
ad executive: You fail in front of crowds of peo¬ 
ple—or your clients. Can you relate to that? 

Now that I know I’m a pro football player, this in¬ 
terview is over! As a matter of fact, I don’t think 
I’m earning enough money—and my knees are 
starting to go. 

I never heard that before. I think it’s a pretty 
good analogy—the risk, in terms of that; it’s how 
you learn. It also relates to football: With standup, 
you learn when you fail. It’s the same in theater. 
What kind of a horrible fucking life is that, when 
you have to fuck up in order to learn? 

I always felt that the analogy is really like box¬ 
ing-learning to box with your hands tied, and the 
audience is just pummeling you. After the fight, or 
the set, you’re like, “If I had lifted my right hand up 
there, they wouldn’t have hit me in the face.” The 
big lesson for me was that you have to have confi¬ 
dence. There is no way out of it—you just have to 
fake it, even if you don’t have it. 

How often does that Zen thing occur onstage, 
when the audience is completely on your wave¬ 
length and you’re able to create new material on 
the spot? 

It doesn’t happen enough. 

Bob Saget told us he’s never really sure what he’s 
going to say onstage. 

He’s a liar! He’s always been a compulsive liar! In 
fact, I’m gonna call him—I am going to send him a 
fucking note and tell him he lied to you! 

But he probably does. Most of us don’t. I’d say 
80 percent of my act, I know what I’m going to say, 
and the other 20 percent I wing. 

How does that moment of discovery feel? 

It’s the heroin of it—that’s what keeps you ad¬ 
dicted. What’s really stupid is how long it takes to 
learn it. But in the midst of it, you get the buzz- 
like the heroin addict who doesn’t really know 
where the vein is, then all of a sudden they hit the 
vein and they’re like, Ohhh! As you progress, you 
start to hit it more. Then it becomes more than the 
laugh—it becomes more about the discovery on¬ 
stage. You get totally at one with the audience. 
You’re their voice. That happens, if you’re lucky, 
once a year.

What was your reaction when Joe Rogan 
slammed Carlos Mencia for stealing material? 
Here was my response: Joe had a legitimate case— 
it was his stuff. A lot of comics have talked about 
Carlos in that respect. Joe was pissed about it, and 
he had a right to get that angry. I barely remember 
my own act, let alone somebody else’s to notice if 
they stole something. One of my friends over at The 
Daily Show called me up and asked if Carlos ever 
stole from me. I said I didn’t think so. The next 
week, he opened up his show with a bit of mine. Ap¬ 
parently, he didn’t even take the best part of it. 

How does that make you feel? 

I don’t like it. 

But your style can’t really be imitated. 

That’s the thing, but sometimes there’s only so 
much stuff you can talk about. You cross over. My 
friend Greg Geraldo was doing some stuff re¬ 
cently, and I was going on after him, and I went, 
"Wow, we’re talking about the same thing.” But he 
took a different point of view. 

I went into Catch a Rising Star, and my friend 
John Hayman was onstage. I used to do a thing 
about the stealth bomber. Now, we had not seen 
each other in 10 years, but he did the joke exactly 
how I did: "If you’re going to have an invisible 


bomber, just tell people you built it—why waste 
the money?” Word for word! 

Who really makes you laugh? 

Gandhi has always been a buzz for me. 

I think my opener, John Bowman, is a funny 
man. Give him an hour, he has got no con¬ 
science—he will go off on whatever he is think¬ 
ing of. Joy Behar is really funny. We broke in at 
the same time. I don’t even know how she does 
it—she takes the talent on her show and turns a 
corner with it. She had the head of the Tea Party 
on. How do you even do this? I’d like to know. 
She’s funny with them. I get too angry. 

I like David Attell, Louis CK... I was on a 
plane and Don Rickies was sitting in front of me, 
and he just tore me up! There’s a list of about 50 
of them. I like Carlin and Pryor, Shelley Berman, 
Bob Newhart—all those guys. I should mention 
Larry Reeb; he’s out of the Midwest—fucking 
brilliant! He just stays doing clubs and says, 
"Fuck it.” He has a real audience and continues 
to come up with new stuff. 

So what’s on your mind now? 

I have these new ideas for the country. One of them 
is just split the country in half and we’ll have a con¬ 
test and see which side wins. The left can practice 
all their stuff, and the right can practice their stuff, 
and let’s see which side does better. The other 
idea—Rand Paul [the GOP senatorial candidate in 
Kentucky heavily supported by the Tea Party] 
questions the Civil Rights Act and says maybe we 
should reexamine some of the provisions for the 
handicapped. A lot of people still want it to be 1956. 
I think we can take two or three states and call it 
1956, and they can all go there. There probably 
won’t be many blacks or Mexicans, so they can 
have their white society just the way it was—only 
no cell-phone towers, none of the technology that 
we’ve had since then ... it’s 1956! 

You’re someone who thinks deeply about things. 
How would you describe what we’re experienc¬ 
ing here on earth? 

We’re experiencing hell, and when we go, we go 
to heaven. It could be .... 

The best thing I’ve heard to describe things— 
because I don’t think there is a way to describe 
what we’re going through—was said by the late 
newspaper columnist Art Buchwald. He went 
into the hospice to die, and he wouldn’t die. He 
said, "People always ask, ‘Where are you going 
to go? What’s out there?'” And he said, “I never 
really wondered what’s out there; I have always 
wondered why we’re here.” 

I think we’re supposed to be here to have a 
nice time. There is enough here, there is enough 
for everyone to have—except for a nice room like 
this. But whatever it is, I don’t think we’re doing 
it. We’re doing it ass-backwards. ^

MEDICINAL STRAIN OF THE MONTH 

- Cannatonlc - 

Three years ago, a little-known seed company from Spain, Resin Seeds, 
showed up at the HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup in Amsterdam and took 
home a third-place finish in the Sativa Cup with a new strain called Can- 
natonic. The herb did almost what its name implies, rendering people 
catatonic and serving as a powerful medicinal tonic. 

Today, after being tested for over a year with patients in Spain, 
Canada and Israel (and with very good results), we know a few more 
things about this balanced (55/45 sativa-indica ratio) yet potent strain. 
According to Resin Seeds, Cannatonic is the first known strain to be 
tested with 6.9 CBD and 6.2 THC counts, effectively giving it a unique 
almost 1:1 ratio—a ratio used by the pharmaceutical industry for maxi¬ 
mizing the therapeutic effects of cannabinoids. 

Cannatonic is the result of an MK-Ultra female crossed with a G-13 
Haze male. The growing pattern and shape are closer to those of a sati¬ 
va, while yields and flowering times (nine weeks indoors, October out¬ 
doors) more closely resemble its indica genes. The flavor, however, is 
distinctly its own, with a fruit and spice combination that leaves the 
mouth tingly.

Phaimaceutical-Cannabis 
Approvals Moving Forward 
in tiie EU 

GW Pharmaceuticals, which makes 
drugs derived from cannabis, is due 
to have its first medicine on the 
market this summer. The British 
biotech company announced that 
regulators in the UK and Spain had 
found that there were no quality, 
safety or efficacy issues with 
Sativex, its drug to treat spasticity in 
people with multiple sclerosis. 

GW said that Sativex, an under- 
the-tongue spray that eases muscle 
stiffness in MS patients, would 
become available by prescription in 
Britain and Spain sometime in 
August or September of this year, 
pending the exact date that formal 
approval goes through. 

The pharmaceutical manufac¬ 
turer—which grows genetically 
cloned marijuana plants in secret 
locations around England—will 
receive £12.5 million from Ger¬ 
many's Bayer and Spain's Almirall 
corporations, which are marketing 
the prescription drug. The release 
of Sativex has been much delayed, 
but full approval was expected by 
late June or early July. 

In 2005, Sativex became the 
world’s first cannabis medicine to 
win regulatory approval in Canada. 

It is currently being put through tri¬ 
als as a pain treatment for patients 
with the advanced stages of cancer. 
Sativex is the first prescription med¬ 
ication in the world to be derived 
directly from the cannabis plant. It’s 
an oral spray that works by acting 
on the same parts of the brain that 
respond to smoking marijuana. 
Sativex protects against damage to 
nerve cells and restores normal 
functions to nerve cells that are 
already damaged. 

The hope is that GW will be able 
to quickly expand into other Euro¬ 
pean countries under the European 


Union’s mutual-recognition proce¬ 
dures, which allow member nations 
to recognize drugs that have been 
approved elsewhere in the EU with 
less delay. GW hopes that recogni¬ 
tion will be confirmed in the first 
half of 2011. Trials of Sativex to 
treat pain in cancer patients are 
now also taking place in the US. 

Backwards in New Jersey 

It’s sad to say, especially on the 
heels of lawmakers passing the 
New Jersey Compassionate Use 
Medical Marijuana Act, but there’s 


still no compassion—or reason, or 
sanity—in New Jersey. 

John Wilson, a multiple-sclero¬ 
sis (MS) patient slapped with a five- 
year prison sentence for growing 
marijuana for medical purposes, 
was freed from Southern State 
Prison on $15,000 bail earlier this 
summer. Wilson sat in jail for over a 
month before a court finally ruled 
that he could be released while he 
appeals his drug conviction. 

Wilson says he’ll just say no to 
the drug until it becomes legal in 
New Jersey this summer. New Jer¬ 


sey lawmakers adopted a medical- 
marijuana law that was originally 
set to take effect on August 1, but 
legislators have lobbied to push that 
back while the state scrambles to 
figure out howto enact and imple¬ 
ment the new law. 

Multiple sources have said that 
New Jersey’s Department of Health 
and Senior Services has turned 
down offers of consultation from 
other states that already have expe¬ 
rience with such regulations, 
including Rhode Island and New 
Mexico. The state is still trying to 
figure out how to run an application 
process that will allow only six dis¬ 
pensaries (known as Alternative 
Treatment Centers, or ATCs) in the 
first two years of the program. 

"Whenever they open the pro¬ 
gram, I would register and abide by 
the law," Wilson said. 

Are you kidding us, New Jer¬ 
sey? While other countries are 
approving regulations for patents 
using cannabis-based medications, 
New Jersey—which just passed the 
medical bill for compassionate use 
in January—is still making a patient 
appeal a conviction for medical use! 
The conviction even came while the 
legislation was pending at the state 
capitol (it was signed into law one 
month after Wilson’s conviction), 
not to mention the state made a 
sick man with MS sit in prison for 
another month while granting his 
appeal. 

Wilson testified that the 17 pot 
plants growing in the yard of the 
home he rented in Franklin Town¬ 
ship, NJ, were for his own medical 
use. He said he couldn’t afford his 
traditional MS drugs, which cost 
him $3,000 a month. 

The case is a prime example of 
how the system still gets these 
cases wrong and how states have no 
clue about the true essence of what 
these medical laws are meant to do. 
Even under New Jersey’s law, 
patients will not be allowed to grow 
their own pot; instead, all medical 
marijuana has to be produced onsite 
at the six ATCs. Yeah, good luck with 
that, New Jersey. It’s about time 
that these wannabe progressive 
states do the right thing and ask 
experts for advice on how to grow 
and distribute this medicine—other¬ 
wise, worse problems will ensue. 
One thing is becoming clear with 
each new medical state: It’s not 
enough to leave it up to state 
bureaucrats to decide. ^

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THIS RUN FOR FREEDOM 


Running a marathon to raise 
money for cannabis-law reform 
isn't something you hear 
about—let alone do—every 
day. But this Thanksgiving in 
Seattle, I’ll be running 13.1 miles 
in a half marathon to raise 
money to benefit Students for 
Sensible Drug Policy. 

SSDP, as most HT readers 
already know, is a nonprofit 
organization that focuses on 
reducing the harms inflicted by 
the War on Drugs. Through stu¬ 
dent involvement in activism 
and lobbying, SSDP chapters 
have been able to create positive 
changes in drug policy at their 
colleges and universities, and even at the local and 
federal levels of government. 

Halfway through this year's spring semester, a 
small group of students (including myself) worked 
hard to assemble an SSDP chapter at Washington 
State University in Pullman. We had an overwhel¬ 
ming initial membership enrollment during a 
“Heads vs. Feds” event featuring HIGH TIMES crea¬ 
tive director Steve Hager and former New York DEA 
chief Robert Stutman. Next, we started working to 
educate students about their rights and how to 
protect them. Students also learned about the 
future of drug policy in the US and how the cur¬ 
rent War on Drugs has failed the very people it 
was supposedly intended to protect. 

□ur first official semester in existence went 
better than we all expected, but we aren’t eligible 
for school funding yet, so we thought extensively 


about how to raise money. After 
a plethora of ideas that were 
not 100 percent feasible, we 
stumbled across the website for 
the Seattle Marathon. We had a 
lengthy debate about whether 
it was even possible for one of 
us to do it, and then a few more 
minutes of arguing about who 
should actually run the half 
marathon. By the end of the 
meeting, it was decided that I 
had better start my training 
right away! 

The next day, I got a new pair 
of shoes and hit the ground run¬ 
ning—literally. Since then, my 
training has been going quite 
well: I've been averaging about seven to eight miles a 
day at around 65 to 75 minutes (with the weekends 
off for cardio rehabilitation, of course). With a few 
months of training still to go, I feel that I'm on pace 
for a really good finishing time. 

I'm currently looking for sponsors to help me 
raise the money.

GAME CHANGER 



Richard Lee says “Legalize it!” in California. By Russ Bellville 

Next month, Californians will vote to legalize marijuana, an historic opportunity 
that wouldn’t have been possible without the hard work of our Freedom Fighter 
of the Month, Richard Lee. 

Best known as the founder of Oaksterdam University in Oakland, Lee is also the proprietor of the 
Bulldog Coffeeshop, a nearby medical-marijuana dispensary modeled after the coffeeshops of Amster¬ 
dam, as well as the primary force behind the Regulate, Control and Tax Cannabis Act of 2010. 

If approved by voters in November, the Tax Cannabis Act would legalize the personal possession of 
up to one ounce of cannabis for all adults of drinking age. Californians age 21 and over would also have 
the right to cultivate a 25-square-foot marijuana garden, while local governments would retain the 
option of regulating commercial production and sales. The act would also keep Proposition 215 intact so 
that med-pot patients would lose none of their current rights. 

A med-pot patient himself, Lee moved to California after suffering a spinal-cord injury two decades 
ago that put him in a wheelchair. But rather than rest content with securing his own medical-marijuana 
rights, Lee has been tirelessly fighting for full legalization since 1992, including putting millions of dol¬ 
lars into the campaign to get the Tax Cannabis Act on the ballot. Since then, he’s given countless inter¬ 
views in support of the act, offering the public a genuine portrait of a successful and generous cannabis 
consumer. Thanks, Richard!

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As yet another anti-pot crusader finds his place in the “ashtray of history,” 
we must never forget the marijuana movement’s darkest days. 


The recent retirement-in-disgrace of anti¬ 
marijuana zealot Mark Souder, the Indiana 
Republican who resigned from Congress after 
admitting to an affair with a female staffer—

Com¬ 
prising both liberals and conservatives, the 
committee achieved 18 years of rarely seen 
bipartisanship in order to effectively warp the 
US Constitution, transforming that sacred 
document into a vehicle for justifying the 
malevolent use of government force against 
our individual rights and liberties—all in the 
name of the War on Drugs. 

Specifically, those dark days brought 
about two omnibus crime bills that introduced 
Americans to the architecture of today’s $26 
billion federal anti-cannabis behemoth, 
including the office of the Drug Czar; propa¬ 
ganda outfits like the Partnership for a Drug- 
Free America and DARE; law-enforcement 
operations like Weed and Seed, Whack and 
Stack, and Green Merchant; mandatory-mini- 
mum prison terms, federal-guideline sentenc¬ 
ing and civil-asset forfeiture; and (last but not 


least) the Drug-Free Workplace Act, which 
largely created the nationwide practice of 
drug-testing employees as a condition of their 
employment. 

But on the bright side, NQRML retooled 
completely in the 1980s from a media-darling 
organization funded mainly by elites (i.e., 
Hugh Hefner and Hollywood producers) to one 
that served the basic needs of cannabis con¬ 
sumers by providing legal advice to the mil¬ 
lions busted on pot charges or facing drug 
tests. We also established local chapters of 
genuine stakeholders, convened large public 
protests and demonstrations, trained lawyers 
on how best to defend cannabis consumers, 
and became the major repository of cannabis- 
related information for the media and policy¬ 
makers. 

It’s no coincidence that the brave and 
visionary men and women involved with 
NORML’s public-advocacy work in the “dark 
ages” are largely the same individuals now 
at the forefront of major strides in cannabis- 
law reform. 

Still, while the wind is currently at our 
backs, cannabis consumers, cultivators and 
marketers must assiduously continue our col¬ 
lective efforts to advance these reforms wher¬ 
ever possible, and also to guard against a 
future Congress swinging hard right on social 
issues and resurrecting a legislative incuba¬ 
tor like the Select Committee on Narcotics, in 
an attempt to roll back the clock once again to 
the dark days of reefer madness. 

In the meantime, NCRML officially offers 
Mr. Souder a not-so-fond farewell... and 
please, don't come backl-Allen St. Pierre, 
executive director of NORML Visit 
norml.org or call 888-67-NORML.

Everyone wants safe, healthy buds, but what’s the best way to get them? 

By focusing on the basics-keeping a sharp eye on the biotic and abiotic 
factors involved in the production and preservation of cannabis.

Whether your garden is intended for medicinal or recreational use, 
success depends on how well you monitor the three P’s: production, pro¬ 
cessing and preservation. Great cannabis is created by maintaining a bal¬ 
ance between biotic and abiotic influences. To achieve this balance, there 
are three areas of particular concern for any cannabis grower or user: 

1) The influence of abiotic (non-living) agents: chemicals, fertilizers, heat, cold. 

2) The influence of biotic (living) agents: molds, parasites, pests. 

3) Preservation, curing and storage. 

Each of these areas will contribute to—or detract from—the quality of the 
medicine bring produced. The complexity involved in balancing these factors 
is compounded by the large number of cannabis strains available, the varia¬ 
tion of environmental conditions in indoor or outdoor gardens, and the inputs 
used during cultivation.

Influence of Abiotic Agents 

The number of chemical agents that may poten¬ 
tially be used on cannabis is huge. These include 
chemical and organic fertilizers, pesticides, soil 
amendments, foliar (leaf) sprays, growth stimula¬ 
tors (hormones) and preservatives. 

The vegetative (i.e., non-flowering) growth of 
cannabis requires fertilizers high in nitrogen (N), 
while flowering plants require increased phos¬ 
phorus (P) and potassium (K)—hence the N-P-K 
label on fertilizer packages spelling out the ratio. 

The use of so-called "commercial” fertilizers 
like Miracle-Gro has some justification, because 
these are purified chemical compounds created 
with precise quality controls that make them 
standardized and very simple to use. These fertil¬ 


izers may be advisable for persons suffering from 
immune-system compromise or who lack the 
physical ability to deal with smelly, bulky materi¬ 
als. However, one drawback of using commercial 
fertilizers is that they often contain heavy-metal 
ions like mercury, cadmium and lead, elements 
that are not used by the plant; these ions will 
eventually find their way into rivers and lakes. 
Another drawback is the effect these contami¬ 
nants have on soil biology. Plus the high concen¬ 
trations (and lower dosage requirements) of 
commercial fertilizers make them more prone to 
be misapplied or overused. 

Overdosing a plant with commercial fertilizers 
can quickly kill it. A grower’s choice of fertilizer 
should be guided by an understanding of the label 


directions—especially the dosage recommenda¬ 
tions—and observations of its effect; other factors 
include cost, ease of use, and the grower's physi¬ 
cal abilities. If a plant suddenly wilts soon after a 
commercial fertilizer is applied, overdosing is 
likely the problem. Flushing with a large quantity 
of water might save the plant, but most likely it 
will be weakened and unable to produce quality 
flowers. Also, overdosing plants near harvest time 
will contaminate their buds with unacceptable fer¬ 
tilizer metabolites and render them useless. 

When using commercial fertilizers, a grower 
should never exceed the manufacturer’s dosage 
recommendations and should discontinue use 
three weeks before harvest. 

Most medical-cannabis growers prefer "or¬ 
ganic” products like fish-emulsion fertilizer, bat 
or seabird guano, kelp, compost tea and lime (cal¬ 
cium carbonate for pH adjustment). Matching fer¬ 
tilizer to plant is much less problematic when 
using organic products, since a fish-emulsion fer¬ 
tilizer or compost tea has a wide latitude for 
dosage. In fact, it's difficult to overdose with or¬ 
ganic fertilizers because they can be absorbed by 
the plant as needed—unlike commercial fertiliz¬ 
ers, which are readily soluble and can be taken up 
in quantities that far exceed the plants' immediate 
needs. It is generally accepted that organic fertil¬ 
izers produce superior cannabis. 

Cannabis plants require frequent fertilizing 
depending on their size. Plants that are 10 feet tall 
require heavy feedings; small plants under 400- 
watt high-pressure sodium (HPS) lights require 
diluted dosing. The ideal dosage depends on the 
strain, plant size, location (indoors or out), and 
medium (hydroponic or soil-based). For example, 
organic hydroponic products are sterilized, which 
eliminates the microbes that contribute to the de¬ 
velopment of plants grown in soil. 

The use of pesticides carries important safety 
considerations for growers as well as those who 
will ingest the final product. As with fertilizers, 
there are many products that can be used on hor¬ 
ticultural and food crops—yet there has been lit¬ 
tle research on the interaction of commercial 
pesticides with cannabis, despite the fact that 
cannabis is often incinerated and absorbed di¬ 
rectly into lung tissue. For this reason, it’s advis¬ 
able that growers not use commercial pesticides 
on cannabis plants: Even products labeled safe 
for food crops have not been tested for incinera¬ 
tion and inhalation. 

Pyrethrum sprays or neem oil are generally 
safe for controlling aphids and mites, but nothing 
except plain water should be sprayed or applied to 
plants for at least two weeks before harvest. 

Clean, plain water and the passage of time allow 
plants to metabolize the fertilizer residues re¬ 
maining in their tissues. 

Remember, the contamination of buds with 
parasites or mold renders them worthless. Dis¬ 
card any such contaminated plants, clean the 
growroom and begin again. Elevations in indoor 
or outdoor humidity as harvest nears can quickly 
destroy thick flower clusters, since mold spores 
proliferate in warm, moist, dark environments. 

Do not allow water to penetrate colas that are 
near harvest. 
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Influence of Biotic Agents 

Maintaining the health and vigor of 
plants is the greatest single step to pre¬ 
venting biological contamination. Care¬ 
ful observation during all stages of 
growth will aid in the early detection of 
problems. Growers should use a magni¬ 
fying loupe of 10x to 16x to examine 
leaves, especially the undersides where 
aphids and mites often congregate. 

Biological organisms like aphids, 
mites, molds and bacteria are ever-pre¬ 
sent in most indoor and outdoor envi¬ 
ronments. Indeed, they are part of the 
"food web” that contributes greatly to 
plant health—as long as these various 
creatures are in dynamic balance. (For 
example, spider mites—a common 
problem in indoor environments —pro¬ 
liferate on the undersides of leaves in warm growrooms with little fluctuation in temper¬ 
ature.) The objective, indoors or out, is to maintain the "living equilibrium” of the growing 
environment. 

This is more difficult in an indoor environment because the plants are not exposed to 
ever-changing conditions. Additionally, indoor environments often have inadequate ven¬ 
tilation, which allows heat and humidity to build up. These are perfect conditions for the 
growth and reproduction of many different pests, especially aphids, mites and molds. 

Any appearance of mold should immediately be addressed by removing the contami¬ 
nated material and decreasing humidity; cannabis showing any signs of mold or pest 
contamination should not be consumed. 

Growers should use cultural techniques and benign biological agents to rid their 
plants of such contamination. These include the use of clean soil; predatory mites for 
mite infestations or ladybugs for aphids; dipping plants in diluted soapsuds; aggressive 
spraying to wash off parasites; the use of neem oil, Safer Horticultural Soap or 
pyrethrum (chrysanthemum); and environmental changes that will stress the parasites. 
Maintaining a healthy indoor environment minimizes the chance of contamination and

Flowering, Preservation, 

Curing and Storage 

Different strains mature at different times. Care¬ 
fully monitor their progress, as morphological 
changes in the flowers indicate maturity. Gener¬ 
ally, when two-thirds of the pistils have turned 
brown, the cola is ready to harvest. Outdoors, the 
sun intensity is evenly distributed throughout the 
open space between leaves; this means that large 
buds can develop anywhere if the sun’s intensity 
isn’t diminished by leaf shade. Indoors, the light 
intensity decreases by half as the distance from 
the lamp is doubled. This means that flowers 
closer to the artificial light source will have 
greater development than flowers further away. 

Cannabis begins to flower when the length of 
the light cycle’s dark period approaches 12 hours 
(a.k.a. "short-day” flowering). Indoor growers 
switch to a 12-hour dark period when they wish to 
induce flowering; outdoor growers either cover 
their plants with dark cloth or allow them to flower 
naturally as the late summer sun’s exposure de¬ 
creases. Different strains initiate flowering at dif¬ 
ferent rates based on the latitude of each strain’s 
historical origin. Female plants initiate the produc¬ 
tion of pistils, and these masses of pistils form the 
actual buds. The first pistils can be observed one 
week after flowering begins, usually in the branch 
internodes. By using a 10x loupe, it’s easy to see 
the progress of floral development. This rate of de¬ 


velopment increases overtime, until layer upon 
layer of unfertilized flowers create thick colas. 

There are a number of ways to dry and cure 
cannabis following harvest ("drying,” of course, is 
the removal of water, while "curing” is the enzy¬ 
matic and metabolic change that occurs in the 
presence of oxygen). Hang the flowers in a warm 
room for two days on 10-inch stems, then carefully 
trim them into popcorn-sized buds for their final 
drying and curing. Once the buds are trimmed to 
their final size, place them in a clean paper bag to 
finish up drying and curing. Drying buds should 
never be placed in an airtight bag or container, as 
there is still water present that will stimulate bac¬ 
teria growth. Paper bags allow for a slow and con¬ 
tinuous drying, down to about 15% moisture (e.g., 
the stems snap when bent). 

Once most of the water is removed, the buds 
begin curing. Curing is a chemical-degradation 
process in which the acids in the buds combine 
with oxygen to form bases. This process, called 
decarboxylation, increases the potency and sta¬ 
bility of the resins and changes the cannabinoids 
from non-psychoactive to psychoactive form. 
Heating or drying also eliminates the sharp hairs, 
called cystoliths (which is why raw or uncooked 
cannabis should not be eaten, as these cystoliths 
can be very irritating to the stomach). Curing al¬ 
lows the metabolic processes to continue using 
up enzymes, chlorophyll and nutrients in the 


plant. The plant continues to "respire," giving off 
carbon dioxide. 

Buds should be slowly cured until they change 
to a darker green and smell fresh. Many growers 
place mostly dry buds into large paper bags so 
that the tail end of the drying process becomes 
part of curing. You can store dried or cured 
cannabis for the short or long term—in fact, pack¬ 
ing dried buds into clean, preheated 1-quart 
mason jars is an ideal way to store them: As the 
hot jar cools, the screw-on cap and lid become 
vacuum-sealed. Placing the jars in a cool, dark lo¬ 
cation will preserve the buds for many months. 
Freezing buds in freezer bags or containers also 
reduces biological activity to a very low level and 
prevents rotting. However, the buds still continue 
to have some biological activity, and year-old 
cannabis will lose potency and taste if improperly 
stored. As a reminder, write the strain and date on 
any cannabis that is being preserved. 

All of these considerations should be common 
sense. Medicine—cannabis or otherwise—should 
be safe. Informed consumers will always select a 
top-quality product, whether it’s beer, wine, food 
or a car. As the cannabis marketplace evolves, 
maintaining high standards for safety and health 
will be crucial in order to compete.

GOT THAT ALTITUDE 

I’ve been growing pot at 5,000 feet in the Califor¬ 
nia Sierra Mountains for 20 years now. In 2006,1 
got my first case of powdery mildew (PM) on one 
plant, and in 2007,1 had it a little worse. Finally, 
in 2008,1 got it on most of my plants. I grow out¬ 
doors and in a greenhouse. I can control it in the 
greenhouse with a sulfur burner, but what can I 
do for outdoors? Also, do you think this mildew is 
some kind of government pot-eradication plan? 
And is it okay to smoke bud with just a little of 
this stuff on it? 

Sierra Farmer 

DearSF, 

Once again, a question about powdery mildew! 

My mentor and predecessor, Jorge Cervantes, 
and I were just discussing how this has become 
the most frequent question we’re asked, sup¬ 
planting spider mites for the top spot. PM is cer¬ 
tainly an issue, and part of the problem is our 
reliance on clones instead of growing more 
plants from seed. Clones all carry the same ge¬ 
netics—including susceptibilities and resist¬ 
ances—but many people seem to share clones 
without realizing that they’re spreading pests and 
diseases. On the other hand, if you find cultivars 
that are more resistant to molds, share them with 
neighbors to reduce local blights. 

There are many sprays and formulas on the 


market claiming to reduce or control PM, but it’s 
quite difficult to do anything about plants out¬ 
doors. As far as your government pot-eradication 
theory goes, I wouldn’t put it past them, but I’ve 
seen no actual evidence to support the claim. 

As for smoking buds with PM on it, I would 
avoid doing so at all costs. Medicinal marijuana 
patients with compromised immune systems in 
particular should never consume cannabis with 
any mold. Use a loupe or a microscope to detect it 
(PM looks like fuzzy white tangled spikes to dif¬ 
ferentiate from glandular trichomes that look 
like clear tiny mushrooms). Any moldy pot should 
be disposed of immediately. 

CLAY POT 

Is it possible to grow marijuana in clay ground— 
and if so, any tips on doing so? Thanks for any 
help you can give me on this matter.

Dear Sheila, 

Growing in a clay soil comes with several chal¬ 
lenges, but it can be accomplished through an ag¬ 
gressive compost-mixing program overtime. 

Clay soil is severely compacted, making it difficult 
for roots to spread, and it also retains water, cre¬ 
ating soggy conditions that slow and rot root sys¬ 
tems before they have a chance to recover. On the 
bright side, clay soil contains plenty of minerals 


as well as macro- and micronutrients that can be 
released when the soil is properly amended. 

To amend the soil, add a heaping pile of com¬ 
post (5 or 6 inches at least) and work it in as 
deeply as possible with a shovel or pitchfork. Re¬ 
peat this process for several years and you’ll find 
the soil becoming much more porous and fertile. 

After those first few years of amendment, shift 
over to “sheet compost” by piling a few inches of 
compost and manure on top every fall after you 
harvest, then let the worms do the digging for you. 
They’ll come up for a tasty treat and then dig back 
down for the winter, leaving you with well-tilled 
organic loam, dark with minerals and brimming 
with beneficial microbial activity and life. 

CARBON DIOXIDE AT NIGHT 

Should my CO 2 only be on when the lights and 
fans are off? How long should it run in general? 

Big Bruce 

Dear BB, 

The only way to truly maximize your use of CO 2 
requires understanding the plants’ needs as well 
as getting a CO 2 monitor and regulator system so 
that you know your levels and can control the gas 
without wasting it or under-using it. 

Plants can only take in CO 2 during the day, so 
there’s no reason to use carbon dioxide during 
the time your lights are off. Photosynthesis slows 
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and stops in the absence of CO 2 , so it’s best to 
keep it at the recommended level of 1,200 to 
1,400 ppm (as long as your lights, water and nu¬ 
trients can keep up with the rapid use of gas) to 
increase your yield up to 30%. Set your system to 
dispense CO 2 during the day, and only when lev¬ 
els fall below optimum (plants are able to take in 
more when they’re larger and flowering). 

Place exhaust fans near the top of the room 
to take out hot, stale air and use your controller 
to shut them off when the CO 2 is running (unless 
you have problems with heat, in which case just 
keep venting). Because CO 2 is heavier and cooler 
than regular air, dispense it from above the 
canopy and let it fall to your plants using tubing 
with plenty of holes poked in it. Oscillating fans 
will keep the gas moving, so it’s okay to leave 
them on when supplementing with CO 2 - 

STARTING SEEDS IN ROCKWOOL 

What’s the best way to start seeds in rockwool? 


Mine sprout and then quickly stretch out, turn 
yellow and die. This has happened too many 
times to count. I’m at my wits’ end because the 
hydroponic growbox I bought only works with 
rockwool, and I can’t even get off the ground. The 
seedlings get plenty of light and moisture.

Dear MBB, 

Rockwool ships with a high pH and must be 
soaked in a solution of water and pH down for at 
least 24 hours in order to neutralize it to a level 
healthy for cannabis seedlings to thrive in. If 
you’ve already done this, then perhaps your 
seedlings are too far from their light source. 
Lower your pH and raise your plants to a better 
light level and you should have more success 
with your youngsters. 

Ultimately, however, I try to discourage the 
use of rockwool. There are better alternatives to 
this environmentally unfriendly plant medium, 
such as coco coir and others. They retain plenty 
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of water and air for the roots, but they also biode¬ 
grade instead of sitting in landfills forever. The 
fibers and dust from rockwool are also a health 
risk, so if you’re hell-bent on using it, always wet it 
down immediately upon opening the bags and 
wear a dust mask at all times around dry rockwool. 

METER MAID 

How do I get my pH from 8 to 7? 

Lovely Rita 

Dear Rita, 

The simple answer is that you use a pH-down 
product, but the important thing is to do it incre¬ 
mentally to avoid a huge fluctuation that will 
shock your already-hurting plants. Dilute the pH 
down according to the directions and add it spar¬ 
ingly at first. Measure the pH of your mix as well 
as the water that drains out the bottom of your 
container. The pH should slowly come down and 
stabilize at your desired acidity/alkalinity level, 
and the plants will bounce back. 

If you’re not interested in purchasing a prod¬ 
uct for this purpose, you can substitute vinegar to 
bring the pH down and baking soda to bring it up. 
Both should be heavily diluted with water before 
adding to your mix—and keep in mind that if you 
use baking soda regularly, it will cause a buildup 
of sodium that can harm your roots and plants. 

FLOWERING IN MAY 

I’ve grown a number of different clone strains in¬ 
doors under 18 hours of light from March 1 and 
then transplanted them outside on May 2. The 
plants were 2 to 3 feet and in the vegetative 
stage. Ten days later, I noticed that all of them 
had started to flower. I was told that if I planted 
them outdoors at the beginning of May, they 
would stay in the vegetative stage, and flowering 
would occur in August/September. This is what I 
wanted (I live in the San Francisco area). For the 
last week, I’ve supplemented the daylight with 
outdoor lights so that the plants are getting 18 
hours of light and six hours of darkness, but 
they’re still flowering. My question is, will the 
18/6 photoperiod ultimately cause the plants to 
revert back to the vegetative stage? And if they 
do, what’s the first indication that flowering has 
stopped and they are back into the vegetative 
stage? Also, at what point can I change from the 
18 hours of light to outdoor sunlight? Today (May 
19), the length of visible light is 15 hours and 16 
minutes. Any help would be greatly appreciated.

Dear Bud, 

Sounds to me like your plants are not getting 
enough light during the vegetative stage of 
growth and are flowering when they should still 
be adding leaves and branches. Plants need at 
least 14 hours of light per day in order to stay in 
their vegetative stage. It’s also possible that 
you’re unwittingly growing auto-flowering 
plants, which bloom at a certain height regard¬ 
less of their light schedule. 

So, yes, your plants should revert back to 
their vegetative stage after a few weeks under 
the 18/6 light schedule—but if you are growing 
auto-flowering plants, you’ll be forced to harvest 
whatever you can get in 60 to 70 days from plant¬ 
ing and start over with regular seeds or clones 
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next year. Your signs that the plants are revert¬ 
ing back to their vegetative stage will be the 
fact that new growth includes branches and fan 
leaves and also that the flowering has stopped. 

APROPERTRIM 

What’s the best way to trim buds after harvesting 
to get them perfect? 

Long Beach Mike 

Dear Mike, 

For the best trim, use your fingers to pull off the 
biggest fan leaves, making sure to get them from 
the base so that you don’t end up with excess 
lumber. Then, using a comfortable pair of scis¬ 
sors, cut off all leaves protruding from the bud, 
as close as you’re willing to go. Either way, any 
leaf material not completely covered with tri- 
chomes should wind up in your “sugar trim” pile 
and promptly used to make hashish. Compost 
the fan leaves or use them to make pot butter. 

Once the buds are properly trimmed, re¬ 
member the importance of a good cure in order 
to get the best flavor and burn. Jar up the buds 
after drying and let them sweat, opening and 
shutting the container periodically to let the re¬ 
maining moisture evaporate. Only then will your 
trimmed buds be truly perfect. 

WHORLED PHYLLOTAXY 

Some of my plants are doing something really 
weird: Instead of two branches coming out of 
the stem, I get three individual branches. Is this 
common?

Dear NAL, 

Trilateral branching, also known as “whorled 
phyllotaxy,” is a genetic mutation (or modifi¬ 
cation, if you prefer) of the chromosomes, 
common mostly among South American 
saf/Va-dominant strains. It’s a benign muta¬ 
tion, meaning there’s nothing to worry about, 
and can actually result in bigger harvests 
under the proper conditions. Consider your¬ 
self lucky, as most other genetic mutations 
aren’t nearly as harmless. 


BURNING LEAF 

I’m an outdoor grower, and this is my first half- 
assed attempt at an indoor grow. I have a small 
garden using soil, and I’ve been noticing that 
some of the edges of the leaves are drying up. 
I’m sure there’s something I’m doing wrong, but 
I don’t know what. What should I do to get me 
through until I can get a better setup? 

Grace 

Dear Grace, 

Sounds to me like you have a slight overfertil¬ 
ization problem. Many times, when outdoor 
growers move inside, they tend to continue 
feeding as they were. The problem is, all those 
salts aren’t draining and instead build up in the 
containers. Overtime, these buildups become 
toxic, and the first sign of nutrient burn is al¬ 
ways a drying-up or “burning” of the tips and 
edges of leaves. Left untreated, this burning 
will spread to the extreme detriment of your 
plant, eventually resulting in death. 

Overfertilized plants should be flushed with 
plain water immediately. Take your containers 
to a tub or large sink and run water in an 
amount at least five times the volume of the 
containers through your mix, making sure that 
much of it runs out the bottom. Now that the mix 
is flushed, cut back on feedings to one quarter 
or one half of the recommended strength until 
you see new growth appear. At this point, con¬ 
tinue feeding but always dilute more, and be 
aware that indoor plants accumulate nutrients 
more quickly than plants grown outdoors. 

CANNABUTTER 

Hello and thank you for the many years of help¬ 
ful advice through your publication! My ques¬ 
tion: Does cannabis need to be dried in order to 
make cannabutter? Can I use fresh-cut buds? If 
it needs to be dried, how long? 

Maximo 

Dear Maximo, 

You can use fresh trim to make cannabutter. 
Simply add the trim to your butter in a double¬ 
boiler with water. Heat it slow and low for a min- 
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imum of two hours, adding water as necessary 
and stirring frequently. Occasionally, take the 
froth off the top of the butter mixture and, once 
it’s done, screen out the leaf using a coffee fil¬ 
ter, then let the butter cool in the fridge. You 
now have tasty and stony cannabutter that you 
can use on practically anything. I like just plain 
old green toast for a simple snack with a kick. 


MALE PLANT POTENCY 

What role does a male plant have in determin¬ 
ing the potency of its offspring? I like to breed 
outdoor plants. My males have always been se¬ 
lected on the basis of genetic background, 
smell, size and density of the staminate flower 
clusters, overall vigor and earliness. Are there 
any other ways for simply and quickly selecting 
males in the field to increase the potency of fu¬ 
ture generations?

Dear Johnny, 

Seems to me your male-plant selection criteria 
are great and much better thought-out than 
most amateur bud breeders. Breeding out¬ 
doors can be difficult due to environmental fac¬ 
tors such as wind and stray pollen. The best 
thing to do is to isolate a branch of your female 
plants early on in the flowering stage, pollinate 
it with your chosen male, and keep it covered 
for a day or two with a paper bag to avoid 
spreading seeds throughout your crop and har¬ 
vesting only heavily seeded buds. You can wash 
off any remaining pollen after a few days and 
then, when your plants finish flowering and are 
fully mature, dry out the branches and shake 
and sift out the seeds for future plantings. Good 
luck and congratulations for adding to the 
cannabis gene pool. Be sure to share your dis¬ 
coveries with trusted friends who grow! 


FLOWERING INTERRUPTED 

My buds started blooming a month and a half 
ago and they still have only a few white hairs on 
them. I can’t figure why it’s taking so long. I did 
stun them with lighting about three weeks ago - 
the lights keep on turning on during the time 
they were scheduled to stay off. That happened 
only for a few days when I caught it. They do 
look very healthy and bushy. I was watering 
them with way to low of a pH for about two 
weeks and just two days ago I started at 6.0 to 
6.5. So I was hoping they are just stunted from 
all that abuse. Do you think that is why they are 
taking so long to bloom?

Dear Kris, 

The interruption of your dark cycle with light is 
to blame for your lack of flower formation. 
Cannabis plants need 12 hours of completely un¬ 
interrupted darkness in order to bloom and any 
shock of light during the “night” period will 
cause the plant to revert back to vegetative 
growth, causing quite a setback to your sched¬ 
ule. Combined with your prior issue with the 
acidity of your feeding solution, these problems 
have slowed your plant growth. Avoid any fur¬ 
ther interruptions and always monitor the PH 
and your plants should bounce back and begin 
flowering once again. #
